[Creative Director Jason Stout responds: The 
many recent letters regarding the presence of 
staples in our issues demand answers, and I feel 
I can be silent no longer.

A Taste for Apple 

There’s nothing surer, the rich get richer and

What do you give the company that has 
everything? 

If you’re the city of Austin, it would 
appear that $8.6 million is the magic num- 
ber. That’s the estimated cost in rebated 
real and personal property taxes of the pro- 
posed economic development deal 
with Apple Inc., to be formally 
considered this week by 
City Council. Apple is pro 
posing to expand its 
existing campus into 
what it calls an “Ameri- 
cas Operations Center” 
on Parmer Lane; the 
project would invest 
$304 million (including 
the land purchase), 
directly creating more 
than 3,600 new jobs (more 
than doubling, to 6,700, the 
company’s local workforce). In 
return, the city would rebate the esti- 
mated $8.6 million, over 14 years (subject to 
specific performance measures). In sum- 
mary form, the city estimates the eventual 
financial “net benefits” to the city of the 
project over that period to be $14.5 million.

The city’s contribution is not the big prize 
- rather, Apple stands to gain (contingent on 
local involvement) a pledged $21 million 
from the Texas Enterprise Fund, as well as a 
potential kickback from Travis County - 
$30-million-plus in all. 

The initial official response 
was positive. At the March 15 
special-called council meeting, 
there was some close ques- 
tioning from the dais and 
some concern about con- 
struction safety, but no 
public opposition, and the 
general tone was reflected 
in the Greater Austin 
Chamber of Commerce 
VP Dave Porter’s effusive 
description of “the deal of 
the decade.” Even mayoral 
challenger Brigid Shea, who 
has made opposition to corporate 
incentives a signature issue, told In Fact 
Daily she supports the proposal as attracting 
“the kind of company we want.” 

If I had to guess, by the time you read 
this, Thursday’s meeting will have anointed 
the deal, and Austinites can all start antici- 


pating the day we can buy 2020 iPads on 
discount at the local Apple Outlet Store.

Rendering Unto Apple 

However, not everybody in town thinks 
this deal is just Apple pie-dandy. There are 
considerable local misgivings about incen- 
tives in general, and more specifically about 
de facto partnering with Gov. Rick Perry 
and his economic priorities (anything for 
corporations, nothing for social services). 
And in recent days - following reports out 
of Phoenix, Austin’s apparent competitor, 
that only Austin has a real shot - the ques- 
tion has been asked that if Apple’s decision 
has already been made, why is the city con- 
sidering incentives at all? 

That issue was raised most acerbically by 
developer Ed Wendler Jr. and attorney (and

> City Council meets today (Thursday) with a rela-

Council’s Health and Human Services Committee 
Tuesday voted in favor of allowing Austin Pets 
Alive! to take over the former Town Lake Animal 
Center site. If City Council approves, the group 
could move in at the end of May, and the agree- 
ment would be reevaluated after six months. 

> Mayoral challenger Brigid Shea has announced 
a plan for campaign finance reform with an 
emphasis on restricting bundling and increasing 
transparency in reporting. Shea said her pro- 
posed reforms go beyond the recommendations 
of the Charter Revision Committee. 

On Saturday, a Capitol march and rally to Save 
Texas Schools will beginning at 12th & Trinity 
at 11am, with a noon rally on the south steps.

Schools,” p.16. 

> South by Southwest provided a bumper rider- 
ship for Cap Metro’s Red Line: The agency 
reports 34,734 boardings during the nine days of 
the Festival - while average monthly ridership is 
only 35,000. However, some riders experienced 
ticketing woes with out-of-service machines. 

Thousands were left without power around 
Austin after a major thunderstorm blew through 
overnight on March 20. The downpour raised the 
level of Lake Travis by two feet. 

> Texas politics is at high risk for corruption, 
according to a study by the State Integrity 
Investigation. The project, run by the Center for 
Public Integrity, Global Integrity, and Public Radio 
International, gave the state a D+ rating, with 
high marks for internal auditing but an F for 
open records and (no surprise) redistricting. 

> A homeless man has been arrested in connec- 
tion with a firebombing incident outside the Fort 
Worth office of state Sen. Wendy Davis Tuesday. 
Davis’ staff reportedly told police the man had 
visited the office twice wanting to speak to Davis 
but was turned away because his behavior led 
staffers to believe he wasn’t “completely stable.” 

> Jesse Joe Hernandez is slated for execution on 
March 28. An appeal to halt the execution, 
based on a claim of ineffective assistance of his 
lawyers, is pending. 

> The three-judge panel reviewing the state’s tough 
voter ID law had a conference March 21, but 
are weeks from a ruling. Meanwhile, lawyers 
expect a ruling in the separate redistricting 
preclearance trial over new maps this week; 
any changes could push the May 29 primaries 
back to late June. 

Mitt Romney won Tuesday’s Illinois primary. 
However, he’s still less than halfway to the 
1,144 delegates he needs for the nomination.

former Travis County judge) Bill Aleshire, 
who in an email to council pointed to the 
Phoenix reports and wrote, “Granting a 
tax break to a company after they’ve cho- 
sen to come here is not an inducement for 
economic development, it’s an unlawful 
(and stupid) gift of public funds.” Asked 
about the charge of illegality, Aleshire 
referred me to the Texas Constitution (Art. 
Ill, Secs. 50-52a) which forbids grants of 
public funds for private purposes - with 
an exception (added in 1985) for economic 
development. As Aleshire interprets those 
provisions, incentives can only be used as 
an actual inducement for a corporate relo- 
cation; if the decision has already been 
made (or in fact, despite a company’s 
“bluff,” was never in doubt), Aleshire 
argues the entire transaction is unconsti- 
tutional. “If they’re going to come here 
anyway,” he said, “and you’re just giving 
them a tax break - I consider that a gift,” 
and therefore illegal. 

The Constitution does not mention 
“inducements” or even “incentives,” but 
Aleshire insists that without that inter- 
pretation, the ban on gifts would be ren- 
dered meaningless. Asked about this 
view of existing law, the city’s economic 
development manager, Brian Gildea, 
answered that the same provision in fact 
authorizes economic development pro- 
grams such as the Apple agreement as “a 
valid public purpose to enhance the state 
and local economy.” 

A Penny for Your Apple 

This question is also open in the more 
notorious Formula One case of state incen- 
tives, with an attorney general opinion 
pending. Gildea told me that while com- 
petition is not a city criteria for incentives, 
companies generally consider alternative 
locations for major projects, and that in 
this case, Austin’s chances for the Apple 
deal became stronger once negotiations 
began. “Austin is [Apple’s] choice,” Gildea 
continued, “ assuming everything goes 
through.” Were the city to pull its agree- 
ment, he said, the state and county incen- 
tives would also be lost - “and then they’re 
going to go back to the drawing board.” 

Aleshire and Gildea indirectly agreed 
on one thing: This is a national issue. Ale- 
shire suggested we need a national sys- 
tem of “truth in applications” for tax 
breaks, and Gildea argued that Austin 
must work to maintain a “level playing 
field”: “If everybody in every community 
across the U.S. all at once said, ‘we’re not 
going to do incentives anymore,’ then per- 
haps that would be the case.” 

I asked Gildea a simpler, more naive 
question: What does a company sitting on 
$100 billion in cash need with Austin’s 
paltry $8.6 million? He pointed both to the 
ampler state incentives and the likelihood 
that Apple didn’t get rich by not watching 
its pennies. “So in terms of providing best 
value to their shareholders, Apple pre- 
sumably has a fiduciary duty as well.” 

And so, presumably, does the Austin 
City Council. ■ 


Through the Roof 

COST OF LIVING IN AUSTIN IS ‘OUT OF REACH’ FOR MOST RENTERS 


A new national report on the cost of rent 
for working people confirms what most of 
us already know: Austin, we have an afford- 
ability problem. 

“Out of Reach 2012” - released last week 
by the National Low Income Housing Coa- 
lition - breaks down rental housing costs by 
state, county, and metropolitan area. The good 
news? Austin’s “average” tenant makes more 
money than renters in most other Texas cities. 
The bad news: Austin is the most expensive 
city in Texas for residents making minimum 
wage or close to it, meaning their “housing 
wage” (which includes household costs, such 
as utilities) makes it impossible for most 
renters to afford a two-bedroom apartment 
without a second job or roommates. 

High rents have become increasingly chal- 
lenging for tenants in big cities nationwide. 

To cover the costs of utilities and a 
“modest” two-bedroom dwelling, 
full-time workers must earn on 
average $18.25 an hour, 

“significantly surpassing 
the $14.15 hourly wage 
actually earned by rent- 
ers, on average, national- 
ly,” the report states. 

In Texas, a full-time 
worker must earn a 
housing wage of $15.88 
per hour to pay the “fair 
market rent” of $826 for a 
two-bedroom apartment, 
according to the report. Here in 
the capital city, we have a different 
story - employees need to earn $19.02 an 
hour to pay about $990 a month for utilities 
and a two-bedroom. 

TWO ECONOMIES 

Austin Tenants’ Council Executive Direc- 
tor Kathy Stark, who has spent 25 years in 
the affordable-housing trenches, says a couple 
of current trends are wreaking havoc on peo- 
ple who live on modest-to-low incomes. “The 
first issue is that we have two economies 
going on,” she says. While it’s possible for 


many to make cuts here and there to adjust 
to the economic slump, others are either mov- 
ing to the streets, farther outside of central 
neighborhoods, or to the suburbs, where their 
transportation options are more limited. 

“We have people who used to work 60 
hours a week to make ends meet who are 
now working 30 or 40 hours or less,” she 
says. “They used to work two jobs and can 
now only find one job. So we have a whole 
group of folks who are struggling to get by 
because of the economy.” 

“The second issue is that it’s not just rent,” 
she adds. “Water bills went up, wastewater 
went up, and electric is proposed to go up. And 
all of those increases are huge, and they impact 
directly on a tenant’s ability to live where they 
want to live. It affects all of the city, but I would 
say it has a disproportionate affect on the folks 
that we work with, because once they pay 
their rent and pay their utilities, 
there’s not much left.”

FAMILIES MATTER 

With these two factors com- 
bined, families are practically 
becoming an endangered species in 
Austin’s central neighborhoods, emptying 
schools of the students they need to survive 
in a hostile public education climate. The 
most dramatic example of this depletion 
occurred - and continues to occur, before our 
very eyes - in the East Riverside corridor, 
where aggressive redevelopment projects are 
displacing working-class families who had 
found their niche in an affordable part of 
town - once home to University of Texas stu- 
dents, before more housing opened up in 
West Campus. 


Karen Paup, co-director of the Texas Low 
Income Housing Information Service, 

nailed it when she summed up the situation 
in a Statesman op-ed published last year. 
“Instead of counting the families already liv- 
ing in the area among the number of people 
needed to support more retail, light rail and 
pedestrian-oriented amenities,” she wrote, 
“city planners seem to view them as an 
obstacle to be removed.” 

BEGINNING OF THE END 

The upheaval on East Riverside began 
shortly after the City Council’s 2009 approv- 
al of a rezoning request made by the own- 
ers of two large apartment complexes. The 
council’s approval marked the beginning of 
the end for hundreds of tenants. Other 
apartment owners caught the “owners’ mar- 
ket” fever and began rehabbing or tearing 
down to rebuild. Some remaining properties 
are going the way of benign neglect until the 
owners can either sell 
or obtain the financing 
to redevelop. 

“A lot of the people 
that we’re serving now 
are from East Riverside - 
or used to be,” Stark 
says. “The people who 
used to live there can’t 
afford to live there any- 
more.” The displacement of families took a 
toll on nearby Sanchez Elementary, which 
lost more than a hundred students to “revi- 
talization.” “That school lost about a third of 
its population,” she adds. 

Stark nevertheless remains hopeful that 
the city’s investment in affordable housing 
studies and an upcoming bond election will 
ultimately yield some tangible benefits for 
low-income residents. 

“We need to do whatever we can, and to 
really ramp up affordable housing in the city 
of Austin,” she says. “We don’t want to have 
to end up like Vail [Colo.], where you have to 
bus in all the people who work there but 
can’t afford to live there.” ■

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IDEA Still Hunting 
Enrollment

Whenever the Austin Independent School 
District talks about its alliance with IDEA 
Public Schools, the chatter is always about 
expanding the portfolio of options for par- 
ents and students. But preliminary numbers 
suggest that East Austin residents are look- 
ing elsewhere in that portfolio, as early 
enrollment numbers have missed the mark. 

While IDEA was originally sold as a way 
to turn Eastside Memorial High School 
around, in fact it will not touch the Eastside 
eampus until 2013. Instead, its first boots on 
:he ground will be at Allan Elementary, a 
eampus rated academically acceptable by 
:he Texas Education Agency. This fall it 
Decomes IDEA Allan, where the charter 
school group will take over kindergarten 
and the first, second, and sixth grades. 
[DEA has set itself a target of a minimum of 
112 students for each grade. By March 18, it 
lad met only its sixth grade goal: 
Kindergarten enrollment was at 41% of the 
:arget, first grade at 34%, and second grade 
at 44%. Even the sixth grade enrollment 
raises some complex additional questions. 
\s of March 9, of 286 eligible rising fifth 
graders in the Allan attendance zone, only 
77 were registered at IDEA Allan; 101 had 
mstead opted out and are heading to Martin 
Middle School, while another 108 used 
either open transfer or a diversity choice 
aption to move to another campus. 

It’s a similar picture in the K-2 student 
aody: Of 166 students eligible in this first 
:ound, only 67 are staying at Allan; 49 are 
moving to Govalle Elementary; 36 to Ortega 
Elementary; and another 14 opted for differ- 
ent schools. IDEA senior communications 
manager Vanessa Barry said, “We’re not 
:eally concerned at this point, just because 
ve know that we’ve got a lot of time before 
:he school year starts and we’re just now get- 


ting to the point where we can accept appli- 
cations from anyone and anywhere.” 

So with so many students opting out, how 
is IDEA making up the numbers? By going 
outside of the Allan attendance zone to 
aggressively recruit students. Through 
March 30, AISD will be sending letters to 
parents at the feeder elementaries for Mar- 
tin - Allison, Brooke, Govalle, Metz, Ortega, 
and Zavala - offering their children a place 
at Allan. After that, AISD and IDEA will 
recruit districtwide. Barry said, “The intent 
was to provide East Austin with an opportu- 
nity that was different from the other oppor- 
tunities AISD has.” But now that the num- 
bers leave space, “We’re reaching out to 
other schools that may be interested,” Barry 
said. 

There remains a fundamental question 
about the purpose of IDEA Allan. The take- 
over by the charter group was sold as creat- 
ing an option for East Austin kids, but by 
default, Allan students are assigned there 
unless they opt out. So anyone leaving is 
sending a clear “no” vote to IDEA and the 
district. PRIDE of the Eastside is the new 
group leading the push back against this 
quasi-privatization of an AISD campus, and 
its spokesperson Vince Tovar said IDEA’S 
recruitment attempts have been “aggressive 
to the point of bullying.” However, instead of 
a deluge of students transferring to Allan, 
the end result has been swelling enrollment 
at Martin and Govalle. Now IDEA is prepar- 
ing to recruit outside the Eastside Memorial 
community, and Tovar said, “If this isn’t 
bought into by the Eastside community, then 
why have it in the Eastside vertical team?” 

Originally, AISD gave students only until 
Feb. 24 to return their opt-out letters, but it 
then extended the deadline to March 9. “It 
would have been better for us if it had been 


February, because that was less time for 
people to opt out,” admitted Barry, but she 
said IDEA was supportive of the extension. 
According to AISD Superintendent Meria 
Carstarphen, the extension was given “in 
order to alleviate any lingering concerns 
from other community stakeholders.” Barry 
said, “Whatever made the community 
happy, we were pleased to do.” 

Yet the common perception is that it gives 
IDEA more time to hit its 112-student target, 
and the recruitment push includes trying to 
persuade parents who have moved their kids 
to private or charter schools to enroll them at 
Allan. In a March 9 statement, Carstarphen 
said that in addition to getting current AISD 
students to transfer, “We also look forward to 
welcoming new students to AISD who may 
not be in the district’s family of schools.” 
IDEA has already launched a TV campaign, 
showing smiling children in one of its cam- 


puses, as a voice claims “we’re proving 
what’s possible - that every child can make 
it to or through a four-year college or univer- 
sity.” That and many other claims about 
IDEA’S success rates in the Rio Grande 
Valley have come under scrutiny and severe 
criticism (see “Uncontrolled Experiments,” 
Dec. 9, 2011). However, that discussion may 
be irrelevant after major changes in IDEA’S 
teaching methods. Any measurable results it 
achieved in the past were under a traditional 
teaching regimen; IDEA has since shifted to 
the learning-by-repetition system called 
direct instruction. Barry said that IDEA 
“did our best to educate parents on our 
instruction model.” But Tovar argues that its 
restrictive techniques, with an emphasis on 
core curriculum and strict lesson plans, are 
the opposite of what AISD families want. 
“We’re about the whole child,” he said, “and 
IDEA is not.” - Richard Whittaker

Allen Weeks explained,

Founded last year to fight 
aack against school budget 
auts, the fledgling organization went on to 
aecome omnipresent during the legislative 
session, testifying at committee meetings 
and demonstrating in the lobby. Unfortunate- 
y, it couldn’t stop lawmakers from passing a 
devastating $2 billion a year cut to public 


education. However, Weeks said that as the 
organization matures, it will have more of an 
impact on legislative actions. After the 2011 
rally, the group established local chapters 
and has run multiple conferences around the 
state. Weeks plans to keep 
up the pressure with this 
weekend’s demonstration 
and is getting some big- 
name support. Journalistic 
legend Dan Rather has 
been confirmed as a speak- 
er, and there are plans for 
lawmakers to attend this 
year. But for Weeks, the 
most important attendees will be those hit 
so hard by the cuts that they will travel 
across the state to protest. He said, “We’ve 
got 20 teachers from Alpine and people from 
El Paso coming in.” His biggest hope 
remains for a large local showing, and that 


means “getting the Austinites off their 
couches. We take it for granted that [the 
Capitol’s] five minutes away.” 

Ultimately, the plan is to build what Weeks 
called “a pro-education, pro-public schools 
Legislature.” Last year, it was all about lobby- 
ing sitting lawmakers. This year, the group’s 
energy is going into the elections. It is 
already running candidate forums, which 
Weeks said are about “making sure that 
challengers and incumbents are challenged 
the right way, so they can’t just say, ‘I love 
babies, and I love public schools.’” The 
group is taking a distinctly nonpartisan - or 
rather, bipartisan - role in the primaries: 
Weeks said, “It doesn’t matter the party - 
you get the right people in there, and they 
can do this.” 

Weeks hopes the group can counterbalance 
the electoral influence of conservative groups 
such as Americans for Prosperity, whose Red

Apple Project regularly issues hyperbolic 
screeds against school districts. Weeks said, 
“There are people who have decided that 
they don’t want to educate other people’s 
kids.”

Abbott vs. Women 

A day after the state received a letter from the Centers 
for Medicare & Medicaid Services outlining a “two-stage 
phase-out period” for the Women’s Health Program, 
Attorney General Greg Abbott filed a lawsuit against U.S. 
Health and Human Services Secretary Kathleen Sebelius 
and the agency she oversees, arguing that the feds’ refusal 
to continue funding the WHP is “arbitrary, capricious, an 
abuse of discretion, and ‘not in accordance with law.’” 

At issue is whether the state of Texas would be allowed to 
continue the WHP, a 90% federally funded Medicaid-waiver 
program that provides basic health care to women who 
would not otherwise be Medicaid-eligible unless pregnant. 
The idea of the program is to expand the number of low- 
income uninsured women who have access to basic preven- 
tative and family-planning care, as well as to reduce the 
number of Medicaid-paid births - no small goal in Texas, 
where more than half of all births are paid for by the pro- 
gram. By all measures, the program has been a success and 
has grown annually since its creation as a “demonstration” 
project in 2005. 

That is, things were going along well until lawmakers 
decided last year to prohibit abortion providers from taking 
part in the program as a wedge to exclude Planned 
Parenthood from participation, even those that do not pro- 
vide abortion care. That has not passed legal muster with 
the feds; Medicaid law prohibits discrimination among 
qualified providers. “Consistent with longstanding statuto- 
ry provisions that assure free choice of family planning 
providers, the [WHP] does not provide the State the author- 
ity to impose such a limitation, and we [previously advised 
the state] that we had concluded that such authority would 
not be granted,” reads a March 15 letter from CMS Director 
Cindy Mann to Billy Millwee of Texas’ Health and Human 
Services Commission. 

The letter goes on to detail a phase-out plan for the pro- 
gram that would allow for more rapid termination should 
the state “confirm” that it is ready to take over funding for 
the program on its own, as Gov. Rick Perry has vowed. 
That would mean coming up with roughly $67 million over 
this biennium to fund the program at current levels. 
Where that money would come from is unclear, especially 
in light of lawmakers’ decision last year to strip roughly 
that same amount from the budget traditionally used to 
fund family planning services to more than 200,000 women 
across the state. 


Meanwhile, it appears that Abbott has a different take on 
federal Medicaid law. The state should be allowed to 
exclude any provider, he argues, based on state law. More- 
over, the WHP as Texas proposes it “does not prohibit its 
enrollees from ‘obtaining]’ family-planning services from 
Planned Parenthood and other elective-abortion providers,” 
Abbott wrote in the suit, filed March 16 in federal court in 
Waco. “It limits only the providers’ ability to receive tax- 
payer money in exchange for providing those services” 
(emphasis original). Predictably, Perry championed Abbott’s 
move as proactive push back against the Obama adminis- 
tration’s “unwavering allegiance to abortion providers and 
their affiliates.” 

In response to the state’s continuing efforts to restrict 
women’s access to health care, hundreds joined national 


Planned Parenthood President Cecile Richards and local 
lawmakers - including Austin Rep. Dawnna Dukes, who 
delivered a barn burner of a speech - outside the Capitol on 
March 13 for a rally in support of women’s health and 
Planned Parenthood. Among those to take the dais was 
Allison Catalano, the former legislative aide for Denton 
GOP Rep. Myra Crownover who resigned her position ear- 
lier this month because of Crownover’ s support for restrict- 
ing access to health care for women. “I gave up my liveli- 
hood, but what else could I do?” she asked a supportive 
crowd. “Women don’t go to Planned Parenthood to make a 
political statement; they go to get health care because they 
can’t get it anywhere else.” - Jordan Smith

City Council has had a full public sched- 
ule this week, with work sessions on both 
Tuesday and Wednesday as well as Thurs- 
day’s regularly scheduled meeting. Wednes- 
day’s session was dedicated to the ongoing 
Austin Energy rate case, but Tuesday’s was 
in principle open to discussion of the entire 
regular agenda, with a few lagniappes: 1) the 
recently received Charter Revision Commit- 
tee recommendations (and potential staff 
direction), 2) possible action on hiring 
a “consumer advocate” for the AE 
review (the draft ordinance also 
adopts a schedule concluding 
May 24 and directs the city man- 
ager to base the new rate sched- 
ule on 2011 data), and 3) notice 
(by Chris Riley) of an April 2 
Austin visit by UCLA economist and 
parking guru Donald Shoup (author 
of The High Cost of Free Parking ) - just as 
Downtown parking issues are expected to 
return to council. 

Although Thursday’s agenda formally ends 
following Bobby Whitlock’s 5:30pm guest 
performance and a half-dozen proclamations, 
it’s doubtful anybody at City Hall is making 
early dinner plans. There’s a Green Water 
Treatment Plant redevelopment briefing in 
the morning that could easily drag past Citi- 
zens Communication into the afternoon, a 
couple of returning Municipal Utility District 
proposals that didn’t slide through on first 
round (expect more MUD-flinging), and 15 or 
so zoning cases that always threaten to 
derail the festivities. 

Any one of these would normally be fea- 
tured items, but the likely headliner this week 
is Item 89, the proposed economic develop- 
ment agreement with none other than Apple 
Inc., under which Apple plans to expand its 
North Austin campus with a new “Americas 
Operations Center” on West Parmer Lane, 
roughly doubling the company’s current 
Austin workforce. The state has already 
offered $21 million from Rick Perry’s Texas 
Enterprise Fund; the city is being asked to 
contribute a 100% rebate of all city property 
taxes on all new construction or new machin- 
ery and equipment - estimated by city staff 
at $8.6 million over 14 years - in return for 
Apple investing $282.5 million in the project 


and creating 3,635 new, full-time jobs in 
addition to the 3,100 existing jobs. Council 
heard the basics last week at a specially 
called meeting and closely questioned staff 
and Apple reps about the scale of the com- 
pany investment, the nature and permanence 
of the projected jobs (a majority expected to 
be local hires), and the company’s willing- 
ness to work with local organizations 
on diversity in recruitment as well as 
construction job safety. (Travis County 
is also reported to be considering 
its own incentives.) 

After factoring in related costs, 
city staff report a “net benefit” to 
Austin of $14.6 million over 15 
years. Staff also told council last 
week that Austin is competing 
with Phoenix for the Apple facility, 
but in the days since, there have 
been reports out of Arizona that Phoenix 
is out of the running. Phoenix Mayor Greg 
Stanton told The Arizona Republic last week 
that “there was no Phoenix site reasonably 
in contention.” Expect that question to arise 
Thursday as well as a simpler, more naive 
one: What does a company sitting on 
$100 billion in cash need with Austin’s 
paltry $8.6 million? - Michael King 


Let’s Get Married

Court May Decide Amphitheatre Argument 

Two Southwest Austin neighborhood groups say they will file a lawsuit this 
week against the city seeking an injunction against the ongoing construction of 
a 1,000-plus-seat amphitheatre in a residential area. PromiseLand West 
Church is building the outdoor music venue as a key feature of its new church 
campus development called Dream City on Highway 71. 

Austin attorney Eric Taube, who is representing the homeowners’ associa- 
tions of Hill Country Estates and Covered Bridge, says a city staff member’s 
arbitrary religious-use determination, which cleared the way for the amphi- 
theatre project, “was decided erroneously.” The decision was made two years 
ago in what was then a private email exchange between Planning and Devel- 
opment Review Director Greg Guernsey and an agent for PromiseLand West. 
Neighbors were unaware of the approval until the email surfaced last year; 
they immediately asked for an appeals hearing, but Guernsey denied the 
request, citing the amount of time that had already passed. 

Taube believes his clients’ claims are further bolstered by the City 
Council’s recent approval of a resolution, passed on consent, directing the 
city manager to draft amendments to the land-use code. Council Member 
Laura Morrison has said she sponsored the resolution as a direct result of 
the PromiseLand West case. - Amy Smith

Dem candidates spar over the TCSO role in immigration

According to the U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement arm of the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security, since the fall of 
2008, more than 169,000 illegal immigrants 
have been deported, including more than 
45,300 who had been flagged as Level 1 
criminals - persons convicted of “aggravat- 
ed felonies,” including murder, rape, fire- 
arms or drug trafficking - under its Secure 
Communities program, designed specifi- 
cally to identify and deport illegal immi- 
grants with serious criminal histories. 
Although the program won’t become man- 
datory nationwide until next year, more 
than 2,000 law enforcement agencies across 
the country are already participating in 
“S-Comm,” which requires that fingerprints 
of persons booked into local jails be submit- 
ted to the feds for comparison against a 
national FBI database; those fingerprints 
are also forwarded to ICE to be reviewed for 
immigration status. The Travis County 
Sheriff’s Office, which runs the local jail 
system, joined the program in summer 
2009; since then, more than 92,000 sets of 
fingerprints have been run through 
S-Comm’s ID databases. Of those, accord- 
ing to ICE statistics through Jan. 31, print 
matches have resulted in 2,614 deportations 
from the county, including of 514 persons 
labeled as Level 1 offenders. 

On its face, the S-Comm program appears 
to be functioning as designed - creating a 
way to identify and remove criminal immi- 
grants living in the U.S. illegally. But it has 
not been without controversy both nation- 
ally and locally, particularly after a study 
released in 2010 charged that 26% of all 
deportations were of noncriminals. More 
explosive in Austin was the conclusion by 
advocates who compiled the study - includ- 
ing the Center for Constitutional Rights 
and National Day Laborer Organizing 
Network - that Travis County, at 82%, led all 
jurisdictions in the deportation of noncrimi- 
nal immigrants. 

The county’s role in the program is now 
assuming central importance in the Demo- 
cratic primary race for Travis County sher- 
iff, where retired Austin Police Department 
Lt. John Sisson is mounting a campaign to 
unseat incumbent Sheriff Greg Hamilton as 
the county’s top cop. 

At issue, says Sisson (and other foes of 
S-Comm) is that the federal program effec- 
tively mandates local law enforcement to 
act as an arm of ICE. The TCSO is not 
required to participate in the program, 
Sisson charges, and Hamilton’s agreement 
to do so places many immigrant families at 
risk of deportation, including those without 
any violent criminal history. “There’s no 
written agreement between [TCSO] and 
ICE,” says Sisson. “The sheriff is one of the 
most powerful [law enforcement] agents in 
Travis County - he can do what he wants.” 


Hamilton rejects Sisson’s charg- 
es - he says he is sworn to uphold 
the law, and that participation in 
the fingerprint ID program is 
mandatory. The dispute over 
immigration policy and the sher- 
iff’s role in enforcing federal law 
has become the central issue in the 
primary race. 

Diversity and Deference 

Sisson worked as a correctional 
officer in the Travis County Jail while 
attending college. He joined APD in 1978 
and rose through the ranks to lieutenant 
before retiring in 2009. After a brief stint 
as an investigator with the Texas Workforce 
Commission, Sisson became a deputy with 
Precinct 3 Constable Richard McCain, 
where he has worked since October 2009. 
It wasn’t until he was approached by oth- 
ers in law enforcement (including from 
TCSO, he says) that he decided to run for 
sheriff. There are several issues compel- 
ling him to run, he says, including two 
related priorities: a lack of diversity in 
TCSO (particularly in Hamilton’s com- 
mand staff), and TCSO’s participation in 
S-Comm. “It is the same [issue],” he says, 




“because you want to ask yourself, does he 
care about the Hispanic community? Or 
the Asian community? There are about 
150,000 immigrants in Travis County - 25 
percent are Asian; 5 1 percent are Hispanic.” 
Yet Hamilton’s command staff includes 
just one black man, two women, and eight 
white men, Sisson notes; the only Hispanic 
member of the command staff retired two 
years ago. “I believe in being fair, and I 
believe in diversity.” And having a com- 


mand staff that doesn’t reflect the commu- 
nity is problematic, he insists, and rein- 
forces his belief that Hamilton is deaf to 
the community’s concerns about S-Comm. 
Sisson says the S-Comm program here has 
led to the deportation of noncriminal 
immigrants, and he believes the sheriff 
just refuses to acknowledge the degree to 
which his office is deferring to the feds. 
Hamilton “blames everyone else” and 
“sugarcoats” the “real truth” of the pro- 
gram, Sisson says.

Detainment Upon Request 

There are essentially two facets of 
S-Comm. First - and not in dispute - is a 
requirement that all fingerprints made 
during booking at the jail must be submit- 
ted to the feds; Texas counties transmit 
them to the Texas Department of Public 
Safety, which sends them to the FBI, 
which in turn distributes them to other 
agencies, including ICE. From there, any 
number of things might happen - a set of 
prints may be matched to a wanted crimi- 
nal from another jurisdiction, for example 
(say, a person arrested in Austin who is 
found to be wanted for murder in another 
state), or, ICE may get a hit, matching a 
set of prints to a person it knows to be liv- 
ing in the country illegally. When that 
happens, the second part of the program 
- the more controversial part - kicks in. 
After getting a hit, ICE may then contact 
the local sheriff’s office, asking officials 
to place a “hold” on a person to give the 
feds an opportunity to further vet the per- 
son’s legal status. Hamilton says that 


when those requests come in, he is 
bound to honor them. 

Conversely, Sisson says that the 
local sheriff’s office may choose 
whether to honor the feds’ request 
for a detainer. He argues that local 
law enforcement has the power to 
review each individual request and 
determine whether the person in 
question has a violent or otherwise 
significant criminal history before 
agreeing to honor the immigration 
hold. The federal regulations, he 
says, are clear: “It’s not mandatory; 
it is just a request.” 

Hamilton, Sisson argues, has been 
honoring all such detainer requests - 
even when the person in question has been 
booked for a minor offense, such as minor 
marijuana possession or driving without a 
valid license, or has been picked up on a 
warrant for unpaid tickets. That, Sisson 
says, dilutes the effectiveness of the pro- 
gram and breeds distrust of police among 
the immigrant community, thus undermin- 
ing public safety. If elected sheriff, he says, 
he would carefully vet each ICE request, 
making a full review of the person’s record 
before deciding whether to agree to an 
immigration hold. “If it is somebody with 
an affiliation with gangs or for murder, rob- 
bery, or rape, we will honor that request,” 
he says. “If it is someone without a violent 
history, we will not.” 

And whatever happens in the primary, 
says Sisson, he believes it is important to 
hold Hamilton’s feet to the fire on this 
issue. “Of course I want to win this race, but 
what I really want is for people to know the 
truth. We do not have to hold anyone” for 
ICE just because the agency asks. 

Hamilton’s Numbers 

Hamilton strongly disagrees with 
Sisson’s reading of the S-Comm regula- 
tions. He says that deciding whether to 
hold a person that ICE has requested the 
sheriff’s office to detain is not within his 
power. Once ICE asks, he says, he’s required 
to hold the person for 48 hours, in order to 
give ICE the opportunity to decide whether 
it wants to begin deportation proceedings. 
Beyond that, Hamilton disagrees that his 
office’s compliance has led to the deporta- 
tion of noncriminals and points to recent 
ICE statistics to make his case. According 
to ICE, of the 2,614 deportations from 
Travis County since the TCSO joined the 
program in June 2009, roughly 20% were 
aggravated felons, nearly 21% had been 
convicted of other felonies or had three or 
more misdemeanor convictions, and 39% 
had been convicted of low-level misde- 
meanors, punishable by less than a year 
behind bars. Smaller numbers were identi- 
fied as ICE fugitives, had previously been 
deported and had illegally reentered the 
U.S., or were deported for visa violations.

In other words, says Hamilton, each of 
the persons deported had broken the law. 
Where among this list, he asks, are the non- 
criminals cited by Sisson and others? 
“I don’t understand; [what’s] the ‘noncrimi- 
nal’ portion of this?” he asks. Although 
some of the laws broken may not, at first 
glance, be the worst of the worst, that 
doesn’t mean they’re not serious. He points 
to a case in Illinois, where an illegal immi- 
grant wanted by ICE had been arrested 
multiple times for drunken driving; after 
being released a sixth time, he said, the 
man again got behind the wheel after drink- 
ing and killed someone. “If someone is 
arrested for DWI,” he asks, “am I just sup- 
posed to let them go?” Moreover, he says 
the program has helped law enforcers to 
identify criminals wanted in other jurisdic- 
tions for serious crimes. In one case, 
Hamilton said, a person arrested here was 
wanted for a murder in Florida from six 
years prior; another recent hit from Austin 
helped Hidalgo County officials apprehend 
a suspect wanted there for murder. 

Asked to comment on the status of its 
detainer policy, an ICE spokesperson sup- 
plied a statement that appears in part to 
support Hamilton’s interpretation of the 
federal law and gives the potential legal 
consequences of rejecting detainer 
requests. “ICE places detainers on aliens 
arrested on criminal charges to ensure that 
dangerous criminals are not released from 
prisons/jails and into our communities,” 
the statement read. “Even though some 
aliens may be arrested on minor criminal 
charges, they may also have more serious 
criminal backgrounds which disguise their 
true danger to society. Historically, some 
criminal aliens with ICE detainers, who 
have been mistakenly released to the 
streets rather than being turned over to 
ICE custody and placed in deportation pro- 
ceedings, have subsequently committed 
more serious crimes. Law enforcement 
agencies that honor ICE detainers ulti- 
mately help protect public safety. ICE 
anticipates that law enforcement agencies 
will comply with the detainer, though ICE 
has not sought to compel compliance 
through legal proceedings. Jurisdictions 
that ignore detainers bear the risk of pos- 
sible public safety risks.”

Broken Families vs. 
Community Policing 

Others disagree with Hamilton’s position. 
Veteran immigration attorney Thomas 
Esparza says the sheriff is misreading fed- 
eral regulations governing S-Comm. The 
county may honor a detainer request from 
ICE but is not required to hold anyone 
except in narrowly defined situations. The 
bottom line, he says, is that Hamilton’s par- 
ticipation in the program has led to the 
deportation of nonviolent people, disrupting 
immigrant families and placing a strain on 
social service organizations. “Families are 


destroyed for nothing,” he says. “Everyone 
has to pick up the slack when a breadwinner 
is arrested.” Texas Civil Rights Project 
Director Jim Harrington says Hamilton has 
been “tone-deaf” to community concerns 
about his office’s participation in S-Comm. 
He agrees with Esparza that whether to 
grant the ICE request is discretionary and 
says that Hamilton has been unwilling to 
listen to the concerns of those who disagree 
with him. “He won’t deal with it,” he says. 

Indeed, Sisson says, there are plenty of 
other law enforcement officials in jurisdic- 
tions across the country who interpret the 
program regulations as he does. He points 
to Santa Clara County, Calif., as an example 
of a county that will only fulfill ICE deten- 
tion requests in cases involving immigrants 
convicted of violent or otherwise serious 
felonies. “Today is historic,” George 
Shirakawa, a member of that county’s Board 
of Supervisors, told supporters last year, 
reported New American Media. “We now 
have the most progressive policy in this 
field, and the whole nation will be looking 
at us as Santa Clara County makes it offi- 
cial: we don’t do ICE’s job.” In a 2010 letter 
to Santa Clara County Counsel Miguel 
Marquez, ICE Assistant Director David 
Venturella responded to the counsel’s ques- 
tion whether a county could “legally decline 
to comply” with a detainer request by not 
quite answering the question: “ICE views 
an immigration detainer as a request that a 
law enforcement agency maintain custody 
of an alien who may otherwise be released 
for up to 48 hours. ... This provides ICE 
time to assume custody of the alien.” 

Hamilton says he’s met with Harrington 
several times and remains open to discuss- 
ing community concerns about the pro- 
gram. But he insists that the S-Comm regu- 
lations require him to honor detainer 
requests. “I’ve raised my hand to uphold 
the law,” he says. “That’s my job.” And if 
advocates disagree with the parameters of 
the program, he says, they should work to 
have it changed. And Hamilton absolutely 
disagrees that his agency’s compliance with 
S-Comm regulations reflects anything 
about his dedication to serving all county 
residents - regardless of race or ethnicity. 
He says his command staff, for example, 
was chosen from among 135 applicants for 
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the job - a job opportunity he opened up not 
only to lower ranks in the sheriff’s office 
but also to candidates from outside the 
agency - after an elaborate interview pro- 
cess that included ample input from a 
diverse group of community members. 
Hamilton says he remains committed to 
community policing, which he says is “not a 
program but a philosophy.” 

Hamilton says there are real issues to be 
addressed - including working to create 
effective reentry programs for people leav- 
ing the jail and addressing the large popula- 
tion of offenders with mental health issues, 
among others. (On this point, Sisson and 
Hamilton agree.) During his seven-year 
tenure as sheriff, Hamilton says, his office 
has built strong relationships with the com- 
munity and with other law enforcement 
agencies that are central to ensuring public 
safety - and complying with S-Comm is just 
a small part of that duty, he says. Moreover, 
he notes that the office worked with ICE on 
hold requests long before S-Comm started 
in 2008, and that there is nothing new about 
his agency’s relationship with the feds. 
Nonetheless, Hamilton says he will soon be 
meeting with County Attorney David Esca- 
milla to review the S-Comm regulations 
and TCSO’s participation in the program. 

The Arizona Solution 

Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo says 
that the existence of S-Comm - and Texas 
law enforcement agency compliance with 
the program - actually helped him and a 
contingent of Texas police chiefs defeat a 
proposed state law that would have 
brought Arizona-style immigration 
enforcement legislation to Texas last year. 
The so-called “anti-sanctuary cities” bill 
would have conscripted local police, forc- 
ing them to take on a daily role of policing 
immigration status. That law, he says, 
would have irreparably damaged police 
relationships with immigrant communi- 
ties, making them less inclined to interact 
with police, and really would have placed 
public safety in jeopardy. 

Of S-Comm, Acevedo says, “It’s a feder- 
ally mandated program” designed to iden- 
tify criminals. “It helped us defeat a slew of 
very damaging bills that would have led to 
racial profiling.” With S-Comm, Acevedo 
says, everyone is treated the same because 
fingerprints of all arrestees are run through 
federal databases. “It is unfair for people to 
try to paint Sheriff Hamilton as a racist . . . 
when the fact is that Secure Communities 
was used to argue against the sanctuary city 
bills, which are destructive of the relation- 
ship between law enforcement and the 
Hispanic community.” In the final analysis, 
says Acevedo, the burden is on undocu- 
mented immigrants to keep from running 
afoul of criminal law. 

“I’m brown, and I’m an immigrant [from 
Cuba],” says Acevedo, “and if I were illegal, 
I wouldn’t be doing anything that would get 
me arrested.” If you “know you’re here ille- 
gally, don’t be driving drunk, don’t abuse 
your spouse, don’t get into a fist fight at the 
bar,” he says. “It’s really that simple.” ■ 
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Mabel Normand 
After 100 Years 


Once upon a time, Mabel Normand was a 
movie star who preferred ice cream for 
breakfast, often with apricot brandy. It’s 
doubtful she finished the sixth grade, but 
she read voraciously, a thesaurus always in 
reach, favoring Police Gazette and any book 
by Sigmund Freud. She possessed an 
exhaustive knowledge of geography and 
studied French for fun and for years. She 
weighed about 100 pounds and was barely 


5 feet tall but was no “frail,” as the usage 
went back then - boxers taught her to box, 
cowboys taught her to bust broncs, aviators 
taught her to fly biplanes. She performed 
all her own stunts, from acrobatic swim- 
ming to bone-breaking pratfalls. Her practi- 
cal jokes were compulsive and sometimes 
life-threatening, but there is no record of 
anyone staying angry at her very long, for 
she was one of those sad people who have 


the knack for making others feel joy. She 
could look sultry, impish, glamorous, home- 
ly, like the girl next door or hustler’s moll 
while somehow always looking completely 
herself. Her private life was private enough 
that no one is quite sure about it to this day. 
Nor is her birth date certain. Various sourc- 
es cite November 9, 10, or 11 of 1892, ’93, ’94, 
or ’95. Her friend, silent movie star 
Constance Talmadge, summed her up as 
well as anyone: “Mabel was just - Mabel.” 

One hundred years ago, Mabel Normand 
and Mack Sennett broke through to some- 
thing new - new not only to American cin- 
ema but also to Western culture. They prob- 
ably finished processing and shipping their 
little masterpiece just about a century ago 
today, around March 23, in time to make its 
scheduled release date of April 1, 1912, a 
date that has not gone down in history but 
deserves to. 

The film was “Oh, Those 
Eyes!,” a one-reel, 8V2-minute, 
comic “flicker” - the kind of 
cultural artifact that even 
flickermakers like D.W. 

Griffith thought of as 
low entertainment for 
the uneducated. Sadly, 
most cultural and cine- 
ma historians have 
agreed. But watch, or 
anyway, read: 

Mabel, maybe age 16, 
maybe 19, steps from her 
house dressed like a proper 
woman of the day, clothed from 
head to foot. She looks this way and that. 
Then she rolls those big eyes at the camera 
and sets off on her walk. As she strolls 
along the boardwalk of Venice, Calif., every 
man who sees those eyes falls for her and 
follows her - which wouldn’t be playable if 
the camera didn’t love her so much. By the 
time she reaches her father’s office, several 
men are in attendance. 

Then the plot unfolds. Her father has two 
male secretaries. Both propose marriage. 
Mischievously and outrageously, Mabel 
accepts both proposals. When her father 
finds out, he’s vastly amused. The title card 
reads, “We’ll teach her a lesson.” 

A 1912 audience expected the flicker to 
end with Mabel’s comeuppance. She’s 


behaved improperly; propriety must be 
restored. That was the formula they were 
used to. 

Father and suitors stage a phony duel in 
which both young men appear to die. Mabel 
may or may not be wise to it, but either way 
she’s flustered and runs off. The men chor- 
tle and go searching for her. 

Title card: “Taught.” We see Mabel sitting 
beneath a tree with a bear. She hugs and 
cuddles the bear. Feeds it. Loves it. The 
men find her. The bear looks toward them. 
The men run away. Mabel and the bear 
cuddle some more. The end. 

Where did the young lady of “Oh, Those 
Eyes!” come from? Can you find another 
like her in Western storytelling prior to 
that time? 

Her bear would be merely surreal if it 
were a special effect, but it’s a bear. She’s 
doing what you see her doing. 
Viewers feel a stunned surprise. 
She’s broken all the rules, is 
happy about that, isn’t 
made to pay a price - and 
apparently because of 
this, a bear loves her. 

Not a ha-ha comedy. 
Rather, the joke is on the 
audience - especially, 
the joke is on the men. 
Sennett and Normand 
knew they had some- 
thing. You can feel their 
excitement in their next 
films. After satirizing D. W. 
Griffith’s damsel-in-distress plots 
in “Help! Help!” (April 11, 1912), they play 
up their new theme in “The Brave Hunter” 
(April 22, 1912). Not as direct and surpris- 
ing as “Oh, Those Eyes!,” but again there is 
the bear, again the brave male hunters run, 
and this time Mabel and her bear dance, 
walk paw in hand, and she rides on her 
bear’s back. 

Normand and Sennett were establishing 
a female character not limited by the expec- 
tations of men or respectable society. In 
1912, this was a big deal, made bigger by the 
popularity of their films. 

These Normand-Sennett collaborations 
were produced by Biograph, a company 
dominated by the tastes of its star director, 
D.W. Griffith. Sennett worshipped and 
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resented Griffith. Griffith tolerated and 
resented Sennett. Sennett learned from the 
mastery of Griffith’s technique, but he 
thought Griffith’s silent melodramas were 
inherently ridiculous and said so. Sennett 
chafed when Griffith would not allow him 
to make comedies that flouted public 
authorities (like the cops) or transgressed 
conventional morality; Griffith didn’t 
appreciate being satirized by a protege. So 
in the summer of 1912, Sennett broke away 
to form his own company, Keystone. But 
before he did, he directed the June 24 
release, “A Dash Through the Clouds.” 

In this film, Mabel leaves boyfriend 
Fred Mace to fly with aviator Philip 
Parmalee, becoming the first actress to 
perform in - or rather, on - an airplane. A 
biplane, to be exact; pilot and passenger 
sat on the lower wing. Airborne close-ups 
were staged, but we clearly see Mabel is 
aboard on takeoffs and landings. (It was 
dangerous work. A week after shooting, 
Parmalee’s plane failed and crashed; he 
died.) The climax has Mace chased by 
enraged Mexicans because he flirted with 
one of their women. Normand and 
Parmalee fly to the rescue, revolvers blaz- 
ing from the air, and Mace is saved. By 
now, the pattern had been set: Onscreen, 
Mabel Normand takes her place in the 
world as her own woman, a match for any 
man, without sacrificing an iota of her 
vivid, graceful, lovely, tough femininity. 

As original as her character was her per- 
formance. No mugging. No exaggeration. A 
personal relationship with the camera. A 
direct connection with the audience. She 
was the first great clown of cinema. Those 
who followed - Roscoe Arbuckle, Charlie 
Chaplin, Buster Keaton, Harold Lloyd - 
would begin by mugging for the camera but 
would quickly catch on and imitate 
Normand’s example. She set the template. 

And she knew it. She later said: “I had no 
one to tell me what to do. I had no prece- 
dent, nothing to imitate. I had to do some- 
thing that nobody had ever done before.” 

Chaplin, Keaton, and Lloyd created 
archetypes and performed brilliantly within 
the confines of those archetypes. Their 
archetypes were icons, great in their expres- 
sive force, but it is just as true that their 
archetypes protected them as actors. Most 
comediennes who followed Mabel Normand 
chose archetypes that suited male con- 
structs: Carole Lombard, Katharine 

Hepburn, and Lucille Ball were ditsy; Clara 
Bow, Jean Harlow, and Marilyn Monroe 
were sexy. Mabel Normand chose a more 
difficult archetype than the more famous 
clowns of the screen. Her persona offered 
no protection. She played a woman, neither 
plain nor simple, neither ditsy nor overtly 
sexy. Rather, Mabel Normand played an 
intelligent, attractive, mischievous, vulner- 
able, tough-minded character with a lot of 
heart - a person who was game for whatever 
dares life threw her way. 

“Mabel was just - Mabel.” ■

Assumptions 
and Definitions 


The Schooling of Bento Bonchev 


a future when love and sex not only don’t 
exist but are viewed as the mysterious, primi- 
tive, and downright repulsive rituals of unen- 
lightened times. (Breaking String Theater’s 
highly entertaining production continues at 
the Off Center through March 31 and is well 
worth your time.) The same author’s Vodka , 
Fucking , and Television allows a frustrated 
writer to argue with personifications of the 
three vices he feels are distracting him from 
his work. John Freedman’s Dancing , Not Dead 
had an actor break the fourth wall with a 
lengthy harangue about the writer’s decision 
to have him play different characters without 
distinguishing one from the other. These 
plays’ irreverence, imagination, and immedia- 
cy were so familiar and engaging that if I 
hadn’t already known they were minted in 
Moscow, I might have taken them for 
ays created locally. And to think 
I’d nearly written them off as 
dismal knockoffs of Chekhov. 
That Monday, I attended 
the South by Southwest 
Interactive panel 
Performance and 
Technology: Keeping Arts 
Alive and heard local the- 
atre artist and technologist 
Robert Matney introduce the 
notion of digital interactive 
theatre as a new species of 
performance. To clear away any 
misconceptions that term might con- 
jure in the crowd - say, of lame plays where 
actors perform before screens full of graph- 
ics cribbed from Tron - Matney laid out exact- 
ly what he meant by digital interactive the- 
atre. Having seen the Skype-driven transat- 
lantic theatre piece You Wouldn't Know Her , 
She Lives in London/You Wouldn't Know Him , 
He Lives in Texas, for which Matney served as 
one of the tech jockeys, I had a feel for the 
kind of work he was describing: a fusion of 


I don’t know why I was expecting a 
Siberian winter. 

I mean, I’ve seen enough theatre to know 
that you can’t be absolutely sure of what 
you’re going to see before you see it, that 
every production can hold surprises whether 
they’re in the script or the staging or the per- 
formances. And I’ve learned enough about 
Russian theatre to know that it can’t be 
encapsulated in the work of a single artist, 
even one as gifted as Anton Chekhov. And 
yet, as I approached the weekend of the 
2012 New Russian Drama Festival, with its 
full staging of a new play by Maksym 
Kurochkin and readings of two others by him, 
plus the reading of a play by an American 


who’s covered theatre 
for The Moscow Times for 
20 years, some part of 
me was steeling for a two- 
day exile to someplace distant, 
dark, and frosty. I assumed I was 
in for a blizzard of Chekhov - scratch that, 
of poorly done Chekhov, the leaden, ponder- 
ous versions that bleed all life from the char- 
acters as written and leave them dreary, 
droning dullards. 

Of course, the plays were nothing of the 
sort. They were bristling with energy and 
urgency and raced along through slyly inven- 
tive comic territories. Kurochkin’s The 
Schooling of Bento Bonchev beamed us into 




real-time performances and digital technology 
at the play’s creative core, with both ele- 
ments integral to the theatrical experience. 
Still, I appreciated the way Matney’s defini- 
tion gave everyone in the room a shared 
foundation with which to envision this new 
theatrical form being promoted. 

Then Matney stressed to the attendees 
that he was defining theatre in its broadest 
sense, and something clicked in my head, 
something linked to what I’d gone through 
with the Russian drama festival. When we 
approach creative work, it’s so easy to think 
we know what kind of work is being made and 
then engage with it - or more pointedly, not 
engage with it - based on that understand- 
ing. But we may be acting on assumptions, 
ones rooted in ideas that are incomplete or 
outdated or just flat-out wrong. And in relying 
on them, we may be cheating ourselves out 
of thrilling, fulfilling artistic experiences - as I 
nearly did with the New Russian Drama 
Festival if my expectation of a rehash of old 
Russian drama (or my worst nightmares of 
old Russian drama) had kept me away. We 
need to be mindful of when we might be 
working from obsolete information or atti- 
tudes and make a point of updating our- 
selves. Let’s take a page from Matney’s book 
and create new definitions for what we’re see- 
ing, striving for clarity and a language com- 
mon to all. Let us use terms in their broadest 
senses, too. The more open we are, the more 
easily we can see possibilities. 

Therein lies the point to this: Theatre, like 
all the arts, is constantly evolving, and if we 
want to keep up with it as it changes, we 
need to be able to see all the form can do, 
all the directions it can go. That may mean a 
play from Russia that fractures time or a 
play performed with an electronic hookup 
joining actors - and audiences - an ocean 
apart. Whatever it is, it deserves to be 
judged on its own terms rather than those of 
a real or imagined past. Let go of the old, 
and hit that mental refresh button to engage 
with something new. ■ 


Robert Rudie IN MEMORIAM 


If the violins across the city sound especially melancholy 
this month, it may be because they’re mourning the loss of a 
longtime master of the fiddle - perhaps the longest Austin’s 
known. Robert Rudie passed away Sunday, March 4, three 
weeks after turning 93, and he’d spent 86 of those years 
working a bow. What with his concert debut at age 10, this 
son of a pianist mother and cellist father - emigres from 
France - logged more than fourscore years as a violinist in 
concert halls, theatres, and salons. That alone would be 
cause to honor Rudie, but he did so much more worth 
remembering: as an educator, as a conductor, as an actor, as 
an advocate for chamber music in homes and schools. 

He first arrived in Austin in 1981 as a visiting professor of 
violin at the University of Texas. By then, Rudie had packed a 
lot into his life: graduating with honors from Juilliard; playing 
violin with the NBC Symphony Orchestra; performing at the 
Casals Festivals in Europe and Puerto Rico; touring exten- 
sively across North America with his own ensemble, the 
Rudie Sinfonietta; directing the music program at Riverdale 
Country School; playing with the Riverdale String Quartet; 
serving as concertmaster for numerous orchestras, including 


the New York City Ballet, American 
Symphony Orchestra, and the Aspen 
Festival; teaching at the Harlem School 
of the Arts, Music Conservatory of 
Westchester, and Vassar College; and 
creating a solo stage show about Nicolo 
Paganini, which led to him portray the 
legendary violin virtuoso in two episodes 
of Steve Allen’s Emmy Award-winning 
PBS series, Meeting of Minds. 

Rudie stayed at UT just two years, but 
he made Austin his home after meeting 
pianist and composer Kathryn Mishell 
here, and he stayed as busy here as he 
had everywhere else. He spent 10 years 
as assistant concertmaster of the 
Austin Symphony Orchestra; launched the city’s first series of 
professional chamber music concerts in private homes; 
founded Salon Concerts to further that activity; founded 
Chamber Music in Public Schools, or CHAMPS, to provide 
free in-school coaching for students playing chamber music; 


and renewed his boyhood love of acting, 
playing everyone from Sir Joseph Porter in 
H.M.S. Pinafore to Polonius to Scrooge on 
stages all across town, while also mount- 
ing several runs of Paganini! and his other 
solo show, Heroes & Lovers. He was well 
into his 10th decade before he stopped 
performing, teaching, and spreading his 
gospel of chamber music to students. 

The day Rudie passed, a concert featuring 
jazz and blues musician Chris Brubeck 
was held to benefit CHAMPS - a sad coin- 
cidence and yet also a symbolic fulfill- 
ment of Rudie’s desire for the program to 
outlast him. In line with that wish, the 
family requests that gifts in Robert

Here Today ••• 

Choreographer Sharon Marroquin lets go 
through dance in order to live

“I’m not afraid of dying,” says dancer and 
choreographer Sharon Marroquin. “We like 
to think that things are fixed, that situa- 
tions, especially the good ones, are going to 
last forever. But when you’re hit with some- 
thing like a cancer diagnosis, you realize 
that it doesn’t last. Nothing lasts; it’s just a 
matter of time. Not the good, not the bad.” 

The fact of impermanence - perhaps 
life’s overarching rule, yet one so railed 
against and denied - is the crux of 
Marroquin’ s newest and biggest-ever dance 
project, the full-length The Materiality of 
Impermanence, a response to her breast 
cancer diagnosis, treatment, and survival. 
Her diagnosis in January 2010 was the 
Mack truck in a collision of loss that 
involved the death of her father from can- 
cer in July 2009 and the accidental death of 
her friend and colleague Lucia Rodriguez in 
August, as well her concurrent divorce, the 
dissolution of a relationship of 24 years. “I 
understood, soon after my diagnosis, that in 
order to not collapse that I needed desper- 
ately to let go of what I had wanted my life 
to be like,” says Marroquin. “That I was 
suddenly on this path that was not the path 
that I had envisioned.” 

Though today Marroquin, 44, is rid of the 
cancer to which she lost a breast and her 
lymph nodes, the cancer that - either 
because of her estrogen blocker-medication 
or her chemotherapy port - was responsible 
for a blood clot in her neck that required 
weeks of twice-daily blood-thinning shots 
and continued blood-thinning medication; 
the cancer that made medical procedures 
and medications unimaginable to her previ- 
ously healthy dancer self her day-to-day 
reality, she knows it could come back. Or 
despite the efforts to reduce it, the blood 
clot, which she says sits in her neck like a 
little reminder of death’s possibility, could 
dislodge and travel to her lungs or brain. 

Context: A Life 

Marroquin crafted Materiality during a 
period of nearly two years, developing, 
rehearsing, and securing funding for the 
production in between surgeries, treat- 
ments, and taking care of her son, Dali, now 
7 years old, not to mention teaching dance 
classes and maintaining her day job as a 
bilingual teacher at a public elementary 
school. The work, says Marroquin, is not 


exactly about breast cancer. Rather, the 
breast cancer experience is a lens through 
which she explores impermanence, mortal- 
ity, and attachment. The patterns, vignettes, 
and movements within, she says, “appeared 
to me as I was trying to process everything 
that was happening to me, physically and 
emotionally and spiritually. So the three 
parts of who we are are intimately interwo- 
ven in the dances.” 

Marroquin, who danced in her native 
Mexico, as well as New York and Boston, 
before landing in Austin in 2000, is as inde- 
pendent in practice as she is in spirit. She 
has regularly created and staged work for 
Ballet East and collaborated on projects 
responding to environmental and global 
humanitarian issues with Toni Bravo’s 
Diverse Space Dance Theatre. Until 
Materiality required it, she had no website, 
no marketing, and virtually no budget for 
her work. In the manner of a true artist and 
despite her multiple awards from the Austin 
Critics Table, recognition doesn’t seem to be 
important to her - although she does want 
Materiality to be recognized because of its 
ability to help people. She only began cho- 
reographing, she has said, to have work to 
dance. The jobs that she’s taken to make 
ends meet, in nonprofits and education, are 
those that value human connection and 
need over glamour and pay. 

In her choreography and performance, 
Marroquin is strikingly direct and honest. 
She seems unable to accept cliche, but her 
movement nevertheless speaks clearly. “I 
don’t ever want to be fake,” she has said. In 
Materiality, she looks at the starkest of uni- 
versal truths: We’re beings doomed to 
become nonbeings, with our experiences 
constantly giving way to memories eventu- 
ally forgotten. For cancer survivors, the 
reality of impermanence is especially insis- 
tent, and its mark on the psyche is indelible. 
And that’s why Marroquin doesn’t like to 
use the phrase “battling cancer,” because “it 
conjures up images of kicking, fighting, 
and screaming against something that’s 
happening to you. And if you do that, you’re 
going to suffer a lot. And the way to find 
peace and bliss and joy is to find the way to 
be OK with death.” 

And though audience members should be 
armed with tissues (I’ve needed them while 
viewing rehearsals and Marroquin’ s past

work), the peace and joy, Marroquin wants 
you to know, are not forgotten in this work. 
“It’s not 90 minutes of pain and suffering. 
There’s a lot of joy and light in this journey, 
also. And I try to bring that forth through 
the choreography and the dancers.” 

Acceptance and Creation 

When Marroquin, on her lunch break in 
the teachers’ lounge at Widen Elementary, 
received the phone call that said she had 
cancer, she was just a few weeks from per- 
forming her piece “So Far Ago.” In shock, 
she had to decide whether to cancel the 
performance - both she and her partner, 
Frank Yezer, knew that no one else could fill 
the personal role she’d created with him. 
She considered delaying her mastectomy 
until afterward, even though one doctor, 
she remembers, said, “Nobody is going to 


tell you to wait.” But she did wait. The per- 
formances of the dance, for which Marroquin 
paired herself with septuagenarian and for- 
mer ballet dancer Yezer, evoked memory 
and the fleeting quality of youth, and took 
on special significance. They became, she 
says, “a kind of good-bye to my body and to 
my life as it had been.” Soon after the last 
performance, she had back-to-back surger- 
ies and spent the next 14 months in and out 
of chemotherapy and radiation treatments 
followed by reconstructive surgeries. 

“For the first few months,” Marroquin 
recalls of the period after her diagnosis, “I 
didn’t want to know anything about other 
people who had experienced the same thing. 
I didn’t want to do research on the Internet. 
I did not want to talk to any survivors.” 
Though the dance community rallied

around her - choreographer Caroline Sutton 
Clark set up a meal delivery calendar, which 
came to look like a who’s who of Austin 
dance, as well as a dance-movie fundraiser 
to help Marroquin with medical expenses - 
Marroquin had stepped back from choreog- 
raphy. But eventually, she knew that she 
had to find a way to come to terms with her 
changed body Because Todd Wolfson, who 
had previously photographed her for the 
Chronicle, “seemed someone who saw 
things in a different light,” Marroquin sent 
him an email. Soon after, she was looking 
into his camera lens. 

“When I saw the photographs, I was 
blown away with how beautiful they were. 
Beautiful in a very nontraditional way, 
because of the photograph of a woman with 
only one breast and a big scar across the 
chest. And yet, in the pictures, I could see in 
my eyes my own spirit. And as I looked at 
these photographs, tears were running 
down my face. I thought to myself, some- 
thing has to be done with these photo- 
graphs. They’re just going to live on his 
hard drive? Is that it? That’s the end?” 

Marroquin’ s dances generally don’t shy 
away from dark or difficult topics. She’s 
confronted a terrible mining disaster 
(“Crandall Canyon Mine,” 2008), issues of 
aging and remembrance (“So Far Ago,” 
2010), the death of her Rodriguez, her col- 
league (“For You Lucia,” 2009), and even her 
father’s journey toward death 
(“Desprendimiento,” 2009). But it wasn’t 
until six months after her diagnosis, after 
seeing the photographs, that she realized 
she needed to make a dance about her own 
illness. In the summer of 2010, “the images 
started to come.” 

Foreign Puzzle 

Around the time Marroquin began jotting 
down images in a notebook, she realized 
she was ready to meet other survivors. At a 
luncheon of the Pink Ribbon Cowgirls, a 
group of young breast cancer survivors, 
someone suggested she find someone to 
film her process and the final dance project. 
Having a video record of a dance is never a 
bad idea, so Marroquin sent an email to the 
University of Texas’s film department in 
search of a student who might document 
her project. 


She did not suspect that email would 
result in her being filmed at home, doing 
the dishes, and reading Dali his bedtime 
stories; losing consciousness after receiving 
an emergency blood-thinning shot at the 
hospital; and in the studio, blocking Dali’s 
runaway toy cars before they reached her 
students’ feet while creating and rehears- 
ing. Chithra Jeyaram, the film M.EA. candi- 
date and maker of social documentaries 
who answered Marroquin’ s query, wasn’t 
interested in simply documenting the dance. 
She wanted to document Marroquin’ s life. 

The resulting film-in-progress is called 
Foreign Puzzle, which is how Marroquin has 
described her post-cancer body, and a short, 
“Mijo,” which focuses on the cancer’s effects 
on Marroquin’s relationship with Dali, has 
garnered attention at several festivals (most 
recently, “Mijo” was part of Austin Film 
Society’s ShortCase at South by Southwest). 
Jeyaram says she was interested to show 
what happens after treatment and how 
Marroquin as an artist deals with cancer’s 
lingering “assault on your emotions and 
mind.” By breaking emotions down to phys- 
ical movements, Jeyaram has observed over 
countless hours that Marroquin seems to 
externalize them in a therapeutic way. 

I Do, We Do, You Do 

It was a year after jotting down her first 
ideas that Marroquin hired her first dancer: 
student Ciara Walsh, then 11 years old. In 
the section Ciara dances with Marroquin, 
she represents both Marroquin’s child and 
her child self. In the duet, which they per- 
formed at last year’s Big Range Austin 
Dance Festival, the adult and child gently 
lay their limbs over each other as they 
sleep. Once they rise, they move through a 
pedagogical structure - I do, we do, you do 
- suggesting the passing on of knowledge, 
of methods for enjoying life. 

Ciara’ s character also represents the con- 
siderable number of students whose lives 
Marroquin touches, both as a second-grade 
bilingual teacher for the Austin Independent 
School District and as a dance instructor at 
Tapestry Dance Company’s academy. In 
this role, she feels - and accepts - a fierce 
responsibility for her students, and she 
compares teaching to motherhood. During 
several combined hours of conversation 


with Marroquin, the only time I saw her 
really tear up was when she admitted the 
probability that one in every eight of her 
female students will develop breast cancer. 

What’s harder than letting go of one’s own 
expectations in life? Letting go of people. 
“In particular,” Marroquin says, with mea- 
sured pacing, “my son.” In “Mijo” (the trailer 
can be viewed at www.vimeo.com/27631896), 
Dali stands on her bed as Marroquin tries to 
take a nap after a chemotherapy treatment. 
Dali, a fresh cast on his arm, twirls and 
jumps in the dark dance studio parking lot 
as they’re leaving to go home. Dali, cocooned 
in a hammock, tells us quite clearly his 
beautiful, perfect understanding of death: 
“You’re like going to bed, but you can’t wake 
up. You never wake up.” 

In Marroquin’s duet with Ciara, as they 
seem to sleep, the adult suddenly holds the 
child tightly, lifting her atop her own body 
as if to protect her from everything. Later, 
in their playful dance together, Marroquin’s 
character takes advantage of moments when 
she’s able to hold onto the child, clasping 
her waist for an extra moment before Ciara 
breaks free. But, Marroquin says, she has 
been able to loosen even this clasp. It hap- 
pened in a yoga class, she says. “In the 
relaxation time, I was thinking about my 
son and clinging in a way, not wanting to let 
him go and not wanting to die because I 
don’t want to let him go,” she says. “And

then suddenly, I had an image or a certainty 
that his spirit is strong and that he would be 
OK without me. I breathed a sigh of relief. 
And ever since that moment, I am even 
more OK with dying, because I know that 
he will be OK.” 

Collaboration and Solitude 

The decision to work with Ciara, her stu- 
dent for several years, was an easy one. “I 
spent a lot of time thinking about who I 
wanted to work with,” remembers 
Marroquin. It was important to her that 
everyone involved - not just the dancers 
but also the design and production crew - 
understood the personal significance of the 
project. Although everyone involved in the 
professional project is getting paid thanks 
to Marroquin’s tireless Kickstarter cam- 
paigning and grant-chasing (and the help of 
sponsoring organizations such as Women & 
Their Work and VSA Texas), she didn’t want 
to work with anyone who saw the project as 


just another gig. “I told everyone, ‘Only say 
yes to this project if you would do it for 
free’,” she says. Among those who said yes 
are lighting designer Stephen Pruitt and 
scenic designer la Enstera. Costumes are by 
Jamie Rhodes, and Jessi Clayton is working 
with Todd Wolfson on video elements. The 
music is recorded; many tracks, like the 
ones from an album her sister sent her 
when she was in the midst of chemotherapy, 
have special significance for Marroquin. 

Besides Ciara and Marroquin, seven local 
dancers chosen for their depth, passion, 
and intelligence comprise the core cast of 
Materiality. But they will be joined at vari- 
ous points in the work by an aerialist from 
Seattle, several local breast cancer survi- 
vors, and Marroquin’s sister, a dancer who 
lives in Massachusetts. The absence of men 
in the cast is intentional, Marroquin notes 
on her blog, www.thematerialityofimpermanence. 
wordpress.com. In the blog post, she explains 
how she dropped the idea for a male-female 
duet when she realized it didn’t parallel her 
life, and she refers to a larger phenomenon, 
known as “the cancer kiss-off,” in which 
some women witness the men in their life 
scattering when they hear the C-word. 

And while it’s true that trying to accept 
the fact of impermanence might benefit us 
all, and while the impressive assembly of 
performers will no doubt support progress in 
empathy, making connections, and destig- 
matizing cancer, Marroquin 
acknowledges that the 
journey to acceptance is 
inevitably solitary. In one 
section of Materiality, a 
solo that Marroquin has 
excerpted for recent per- 
formances, her burden is 
made concrete with an 
impossibly heavy and 
inconvenient piece of vin- 
tage luggage. Video by 
Wolfson renders Marroquin 
a Chaplin-esque silent-film 
character as she engages 
in a Sisyphean struggle to 
move the suitcase. A heavi- 
er theatrical hand might 
have chained the suitcase to her. But though 
the tie between the suitcase and Marroquin 
remains unseen, it is indissoluble, the 
object’s presence leaden. 

The suitcase metaphor is characteristic of 
Marroquin’s devices: simple, direct, and 
brilliant. And the section is not without 
lightness and humor. At one point in her 
attempts to manage the suitcase, Marro- 
quin’s character upends it, straddles it, and 
begins to circle her legs as if she were ped- 
aling a bicycle. While it’s not a permanent 
solution for the heavy burden - is there 
one? - her face brightens, her chin juts for- 
ward, her eyes alight, and for a moment, 
there she remains. ■

Moments before, the figure on the stage 
had held it like a general on the field of 
battle: standing erect, assured of her place, 
and proud, confident of victory, the gleam in 
her eyes revealing both an intelligence whet- 
ted like the edge of a saber and her willing- 
ness to wield it to cut those in her path. But 
now she lies on a bed, curled up like a fetus, 
every muscle clenched, a human ball of mis- 
ery whose only sound is a primitive, pitiful 
howl. The cancer that has been eating away 
at the life of this eminent scholar is close to 
delivering the killing blow, and no mind, no 
matter how learned or keen it may be, can 
stand against the body breaking down. 

Despite the pandemic of terminal-disease 
dramas that has spread across the world’s 
stages and cable-TV channels in the 16 years 
since the premiere of Wit, this Pulitzer Prize- 
winner still has the power to move. Much 
of that is because of the tension playwright 
Margaret Edson creates between that failing 
flesh and the still-vibrant mind contained 


within it. Edson’s heroine is an academic 
specializing in the verse of John Donne - 
specifically, the Holy Sonnets that roil with 
the poet’s anxieties over sin, salvation, and 
capital-D death - and she’s developed a 
fearsome reputation among students for her 
rigorous study of the texts, right down to the 
punctuation in various editions. She sees a 
world of meaning in a semicolon, a cosmos in 
a comma. But once she’s diagnosed with an 
advanced case of metastatic ovarian cancer 
and enters the hospital for an aggressive 
form of treatment, this scholar’s formidable 
intellect is no use; it can’t check the spread 
of disease within her or even offer assistance 
to the medical team that’s working to do so. 

In this realm, the esteemed and feared Dr. 
Vivian Bearing is merely a mass of meat to be 
irradiated, poked, and checked. It is, needless 
to say, a deeply humbling experience, and by 
forcing it upon someone whose life has truly 
been a life of the mind and one elevated high 
above the norm, Edson makes the experience 
all the more dramatic - as Donne himself 
might have it, a fall from heaven to Earth. 

In the City Theatre Company’s production, 
Judith Laird doesn’t display much of the 
imperiousness ascribed to Bearing in the 



play, but in her 
performance, 
the character’s 
great mind 
is always in 
evidence. The 
actress speaks 
with delibera- 
tion, weighing 
each word for 
meaning and 
relishing those 
she finds apt 
with an extra 
dash of articu- 
lation. The grav- 
ity with which she discusses Donne’s poetry 
conveys the sense of a lifetime’s commitment 
to the material and an intimacy with it - an 
intimacy that extends to almost nothing else 
in Bearing’s world: not her family (she has 
none), not her peers (she has few), not her 
students (she keeps her distance). Bearing 
has fled from humanity to lie in the arms of 
John Donne, but now she finds she needs 
more than a 17th century metaphysical son- 
neteer to keep her warm. 

Bearing’s journey toward death and toward 
some grasp of a life that she’s known only 
from books is a quiet one as rendered here. 
Director Jeff Hinkle leaves space for the 
silence that inhabits hospital rooms like an 
ever-present phantom visitor. It communicates 
a sense of the isolation and loneliness that 
Bearing endures, and we can sense it prod-

great skill and 
heartbreaking real- 
ism in paintings by 
the artist Jennifer 
Balkan. They’re 
not people from 
the artist’s imagi- 
nation, although 
the paintings’ sub- 
tle or striking ele- 
ments of design 
- the compositions, the colors, the additional 
shapes and patterns - provide vivid testimony 
that the artist has imagination to spare. 

No, these are people from real life: They’re 
the artist’s friends or neighbors or models 
hired to pose for a class or a project. 

(Two of them are Kelli Bland and Michelle 


Keffer, who talk about their experience as 
models. See “Model Citizens Bland and 
Keffer,” All Over Creation blog, March 21.) 

And the realism is heartbreaking, as we said, 
because it’s not photo-realism, it’s not the sort 
of gambit wherein an artist tries to fool the eye 
into believing it’s not looking at a painting. The 
portraits in this show are of young women, and 
they’re precise and accurate but also infused 
with choices of color and texture that reveal a 
painter’s hand as they also reveal, we’d argue, 
more of the subject’s essence than even a pro- 
fessional photograph might define. 

That Balkan studied behavorial neuroscience 
in college and that she has a Ph.D. in sociol- 
ogy come as little surprise in this context. 

That this exhibition follows the previous 
Workman show of work by Ian Shults is either a

ding her to make more of a connection to 
the hospital staff on her case, especially her 
nurse and the all-business research resident 
who happens to have taken her class once. 
The pair are a study in contrasts regarding 
the contact Bearing seeks. Clay Avery’s resi- 
dent displays all the bedside manner of an ice 
cube, looking perpetually as if he just heard 
someone offstage call his name and needs 
to get back there. Vanessa Marie’s nurse, 
meanwhile, is always focused on her patient, 
keeping her gaze locked on Laird’s Bearing; 
her soft-spoken performance provides a por- 
trait of untempered concern and compassion 
for one human being from another. 

From this exchange and in the visit from 
Bearing’s aged mentor - Kristen Bennett, 
generating a gentle warmth in a role she’s 
several decades too young for - we can see 
a transformation occur in Laird’s character, 
a softening of that intellectual resolve by 
the comfort she has received. The mind may 
have had to surrender to the body, but the 
body in turn has had to yield to the heart. 
Through simple gifts - a Popsicle, a child’s 
bedtime story, an embrace - this intellectual 
has made peace with her dying body and the 
issues that so confounded the subject of 
her life’s work. Edson ends her play with an 
image of Bearing that combines the valedicto- 
ry with great vulnerability. In the City Theatre 
production, Laird looks to be shedding her 
earthly suffering along with her hospital gown 
and serenely accepting a salvation that was 
hers all along. - Robert Faires 


happy accident of scheduling or impressive cura- 
torial insight - because both Shults and Balkan 
are so proficient at rendering the figurative, but 
each has a distinct and distinctly memorable 
take on the manner in which they do this. To 
consider both exhibitions, one after the other, is 
almost - we reckon, possibly jamming a rhetori- 
cal foot into the tar baby of gender politics - it’s 
almost like following a spectrum of creative per- 
spective from the masculine to the feminine. 

In any case, here’s the beauty of the real, 
of living beings within this miracle of life, of 
what an intelligent and skilled painter can 
do with the bright polychrome mud of oils on 
panels and an eye for effective design.

Rockin’ Wines From 
the Proprietors of a 
154-year-old Winery 

One of the highlights of a visit to the Sonoma, 
Calif., wine country is a trip to the Gundlach 
Bundschu winery. At a mere 154 years old, it 
exudes Old World charm and cozy bonhomie. It is 
also the home of some very profound wine-making 
under the supervision of winemaker Keith Emerson 
and CEO Jeff Bundschu. It’s all very classy and 
Euro-centric, especially its opulent Cabernet 
Sauvignons and syrupy Zinfandels. You can imagine 
a gowned sylph playing a Mozart miniature in the 
background - or maybe even Joanna Newsom. 

Imagine our surprise when we discov- 
ered that their new winery, Rockus 
Bockus, seems more appropri- 
ate for The In Sound From Way 
Outl-era Beastie Boys, offer- 
ing a wine that maybe 
Snoop, Wiz, and Bruno 
could down while doing 
“Young, Wild and Free.” But 
here’s the ironic thing: I’ve 
poured this wine twice in 
blind tastings for sophisticated 
wine lovers. Several master 
sommeliers and even Rex 
Pickett, the author of 
Sideways and Vertical, all 
praised Rockus Bockus ($15). 

It’s made from Sonoma fruit, 
always a good thing, and the 
team made the bold decision 
to avoid a single varietal wine, 
instead creating a blend of 
Cabernet Sauvignon, 

Zinfandel, Syrah, Malbec, 

Merlot, and Petit Verdot. The 
result is a big, juicy wine with 
lovely blackberry and black- 
pepper aromas that’s ideal for grilled meats. You 
can find Rockus Bockus at some of our more rock- 
in’ wine shops like East End Wines and Whip In, as 
well as the ever-hip Whole Foods. - Wes Marshall 




When it comes to sweets, ice cream 
is my downfall, so I was more than 
thrilled to taste every single flavor at 
this newish shop specializing in what 
owners Anthony Sobotik and Chad 
Palmatier describe as “honest” 
ice creams, made with fresh 
ingredients and no additives, 
preservatives, or high-fructose 
corn syrup. The duo goes 
above and beyond, sourcing 
most ingredients locally and 
organically and pushing the 
envelope with amazing, offbeat 
flavors like roasted carrot with 
tarragon, cilantro-lime, and beet 
with fresh mint. 

Sobotik, who grew up in 
Hal letsvi lie in the heart of 
rural “Czechxas,” became 
interested in food and cooking 
at an early age; Palmatier, his 
partner in business and life, is 
originally from Pennsylvania’s 
Amish country and understands 
the importance of using farm- 
fresh products. “If we can get 
it fresh, in-season from Texas, 
we will put it in our ice creams,” 
says Palmatier, an interior 
designer by trade who designed the 
look and feel of the cozy storefront. 
“Austin and Texas have amazing offer- 


ings. There is just no reason not to 
use everything local!” 

Sobotik uses milk and light cream 
from Texas Daily Harvest in Yantis, 
which give the ice creams a delightful 
texture without being overwhelmingly 
rich. Fie sources produce from Johnson’s 
Backyard Garden, Boggy Creek Farm, 
and Rain Lily Farm, among others, and 
favors local spirits like Garrison 
Brothers bourbon and Pecan Street 
Rum in his outstanding creations. 
Sobotik also makes three coconut-milk- 
based vegan flavors, including a ridicu- 
lously excellent coconut with avocado 
curd. Obviously some ingredients like 
coconut milk, vanilla, and ginger are not 
local, but he makes up for it by using 
Round Rock Honey and Pure Luck goat 
cheese in the goat cheese, thyme, 
and honey ice cream; bacon from Salt 
& Time in the breakfast-bacon flavor; 
and Rio grapefruit in the grapefruit-gin- 
ger flavor. Others, like fresh mint and 
chocolate chunk and chocolate-orange, 
benefit from subtle, natural flavors rath- 
er than pungent artificial ones. “We 
rotate our flavors with the seasons,” 
says Palmatier, “and offer special selec- 
tions for holidays or whenever Anthony 
has a new brainstorm.” I can’t wait to 
taste what he dreams up as warm 
weather arrives. - Claudia Alarcon

Design of the new Alamo Drafthouse Slaughter 
Lane kitchen is one key to the success of the 
entertainment brand

Tim and Karrie League created their first 
Alamo Drafthouse theatre in an old parking 
garage, doing much of the finish-out work 
themselves. The kitchen in that first the- 
atre Downtown was small but functional 
enough to turn out the opening menu of 
pizzas, burgers, fries, and popcorn. As the 
local brand expanded, the Leagues went on 
to recondition three existing theatres 
around the city and built a fourth in a South 
Austin building formerly occupied by a gro- 
cery store. Serviceable kitchens were carved 
out of theatre auditoriums, and a full- 
fledged kitchen was designed for the South 
Lamar Drafthouse, but the newest Alamo is 
the first from-the-ground-up theatre with 
its own original kitchen the company has 
built in Austin. The new operation cele- 
brates its grand opening this week, and the 
kitchen is the culmination of almost every- 
thing the Leagues and their staff have 
learned about serving food with movies. 

Corporate chef John Bullington’s office 
was cluttered with boxes, cookbooks, menus, 
and kitchen equipment brochures when we 
visited earlier this month, but he was still 
settling in. Bullington joined the Alamo 
team as a chef in fall 2004 to develop and 
oversee the company’s expanding concept 
of pairing meals with movies. He’s been 
responsible for expanding the original 
menu, creating menu specials to comple- 
ment different movies, and designing feasts 
to pair with blockbuster films and film fes- 


tivals, not to mention representing the 
Alamo in Iron Chef - like battles in which 
movies themselves are the secret ingredi- 
ents for the meal. Bullington was promoted 
to corporate executive chef in 2010, tasked 
with overseeing the development of food 
service plans and kitchen designs for the 
Drafthouse brand as the company expands 
around the country. It’s a complex job that 
requires creativity, flexibility, and stamina. 

The day we took our kitchen tour, repre- 
sentatives of TurboChef were on-site, show- 
ing cooks on the opening team how to use the 
new, ultrahot, continuous-action conveyor- 
belt pizza oven. The new oven will shave 
minutes off the time it takes to get freshly 
made, hot pizzas to hungry movie patrons 


and will also be used to cook bacon and bake 
cookies and lasagna. Like the pizza oven, 
every aspect of the new Drafthouse kitchen 
was designed and equipped with speed, spa- 
tial efficiency, and durability in mind. Servers 
now have handheld point-of-sale devices that 
get orders into the kitchen faster. At capacity, 
the theatre’s eight screens seat 832 guests, so 
the kitchen will have several rushes a day 
when it’ll have to quickly turn out hundreds 
of orders at a time. 

The commercial dish- 
washer and entire stainless- 
steel dish line are vented so 
i the kitchen doesn’t get 
h steamy at peak service 
w times. The station where 
" vegetables are prepped, 

5 pizza dough is made, and 
z cheeses are grated is conve- 
J niently located right outside 
m the walk-in. The amount of

g freezer space needed in the 
z huge, new walk-in was reduced to 30% 
because so much of the food here is pre- 
pared fresh, from scratch. The swanky pizza 
oven that can also cook bacon frees up 
space on the flattop for those cooking burg- 
ers and other hot items. The new, heavy- 
duty Traulsen undercounter refrigerators 
are strategically placed for economy of 
motion: Cooks in each station can grab 
what they need and work quickly to assem- 
ble salads, cook burgers, or add condiments. 
“The guy working the burger station prob- 
ably opens and closes his refrigerator 1,000 
times a day. The Traulsen boxes were more 
expensive, but we found that cheaper mod- 
els tended to fall apart from continuous use 
and were always having to be replaced,” 
Bullington said. 

It’s a large-capacity, high-octane kitchen 
that doesn’t resemble any restaurant kitch- 
en we’ve ever seen - it’s more like a hotel 
banquet operation on a never-ending busy 
weekend. The kitchen requires a staff of 
nearly 40 people who cover two long shifts 
a day. Once the opening crew has mastered 
preparing the everyday Drafthouse and 
400 Rabbits menus (see sidebar), special 
dishes linked to upcoming movies and 
feasts will very soon be added to the work- 
load. One 35-seat auditorium will mostly be 
used for private screenings and parties, 
where customized food is likely to be 
required as well. “I’m seeing lots of kids’ 


birthday parties in here, for some reason,” 
the chef told us. Bullington also described 
the one innovation that didn’t make it into 
the overall design at Slaughter Lane: locat- 
ing the kitchen on the same upstairs level 
as the projection equipment for speed and 
easy server access. “That way, the servers 
would enter the theatres from the top and 
work down, rather than carrying food long 
distances through the air-conditioned lobby 
or hallways,” he explained. 
The first upstairs kitchen is 
planned for the Alamo Draft- 
house being built in Denver. 

Now that the Slaughter 
Lane theatre is up and run- 
ning, Bullington can turn 
his attention to future proj- 
ects, such as the planned 
renovations of historic the- 
atres in San Francisco and 
possibly Brooklyn. There’s 
talk of creating an opening 
team that can travel to new Drafthouse 
locations around the country to hire and 
train employees as the company expansion 
continues. (A job description that makes 
me wish I were 25 again, I might add.) 
Working for a successful entertainment 
company where the mission statement 
appears to be “bring us your best or crazi- 
est creative idea, and we’ll find a way to 
make it happen and have a good time doing 
it,” there’s really no telling what chef 
Bullington will do next. ■ 
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400 RABBITS 

In addition to turning out the full menu for customers in the Slaughter 
theatre’s eight auditoriums, the newest kitchen will also produce the food 
served in 400 Rabbits, the theatre’s stand-alone cocktail lounge. Featuring 
an “Aztec deco” design by Joel Mozersky, 400 Rabbits also boasts a tequi- 
la-centric cocktail program developed by corporate beverage director Bill 
Norris and a Mexican-street-food-inspired appetizer menu created by cor- 
porate chef John Bullington. Inspired by a learning expedition to Jalisco last 
summer, Norris chose the name for the lounge from an Aztec legend he dis- 
covered during his research. According to Aztec myth, the divine personifi- 
cation of the agave plant, the goddess Mayahuel, gave birth to the Centzon 
Totochtin (“400 rabbits”) and suckled them on fermented agave, thereby 
making them the gods of intoxication. Norris has created several signature 
tequila cocktails for the new bar, which will be available along with classic 


tequila libations, flights of tequila from different regions of Mexico, and 
local craft brews on tap. 

Patrons can enjoy cocktails and appetizers at 400 Rabbits whether 
they’ll be attending a movie or not, but the appetizer menu will only be 
available in the lounge, not in the theatres. Packed with bold, spicy flavors 
that pair well with tequila beverages and beer, the menu offers pork carni- 
tas or grilled sausage in toasted bolillos ; grilled steak skewers with poblano 
peppers; fresh, crispy chicharrones; fiery dipping sauces; and even a Quatro 
Leches cake with coconut milk. The lounge debuts this month with a special 
promotion in which 400 lucky patrons will be chosen as a VIP group who 
will be known as the 400 Rabbits. The elite group will be chosen by a series 
of games, contests, and challenges and will get discounts on food and 
drinks for the first year the theatre is open as well as invitations to special 
events and tastings.

Opened quietly in November by Bay and 
Lindsay Anthon in the small shopping cen- 
ter across from Wheatsville Food Co-op at 
31st and Guadalupe, Hopfields has quickly 
established itself as a popular Hyde Park 
watering hole for those who might be a bit 
too mature for the typical bar scene. More 
than just a bar, though, Hopfields features 
French comfort food that transcends the 
genre of bar fare. 

I met my husband for lunch on a Wednes- 
day; for a while, we were the only patrons 
there, which made for an idyllic meeting 
indeed. We started out with the Hopfields 
small bites plate ($8): spicy Marcona

almonds, some rather boring olives, a dab of 
sweet confiture, Cheddar cheese, and fresh 
baguette slices. The olives were the only 
things left when our entrees arrived. For 
lunch, I chose the salade Nicoise. a 
reasonable portion of superfresh, tender 
lettuces, haricots verts, a few fingerling 
potatoes, seared tuna, and two boiled egg 
halves garnished with a dollop of house- 
made mayonnaise. A tidy crisscross of 
anchovy filets rested on the rim of the bowl, 
a courteous gesture for those who might 
otherwise not choose them as a salad ingre- 
dient. The salad was very lightly dressed, 
which I appreciate, and I found the subtle 
flavors of the dish very satisfying. My hus- 
band chose the Merguez frites sandwich 
($8), a link of lamb sausage in a baguette, 
topped with frites that outmatched their 
sandwich companion. The sausage was fine, 
but the spices could have been more com- 
plex and the flavors more balanced. On the 
other hand, the frites are nearly perfect: not 
too thin or thick, with some skin, appropri- 
ately salted, and sprinkled with parsley. I 
stole so many from my husband’s dish that I 
probably should have 
ordered some of my 
own. The space began 
to fill up as we paid the 
bill, including the arrival 
of a large group of male 
residents of what must 
be the coolest retire- 
ment community = 

in Texas. 2 

My next visit was a S

gills. (We had tried to go o 

the night before but °- 

could not set a foot inside the door due to the 
crush of humanity within.) I ordered the 
cheese plate for our initial round of nibbles 
($12), a selection sourced from Antonelli’s 
Cheese Shop, the purveyors of every 
respectable cheese plate in this town. It fea- 
tured a smoked bleu cheese, goat Gouda, and 
the breathtaking Quickes clothbound Cheddar, 
which is creamy and nutty with a distinctive 
cave-aged bite. The plate was also accented 
with a tiny microgreens salad topped with a 
delicious onion jam and a daub of apricot con- 
fit with a tiny beet disc too small to share. 

As I contemplated dinner, I decided that no 
trip to a French-inspired eatery is complete 
without a taste of a jambon beurre sand- 


wich ($7). When my husband and I were in 
Paris about four years ago, the dollar was 
doing terribly against the Euro, so we ate a lot 
of ham-and-butter baguette sandwiches while 
roaming the various arrondissements. I would 
argue that the quality of the ingredients in 
the Hopfields version of this classic French 
street food far exceeds its Parisian counter- 
parts. A generous portion of ham marries 
sweetly with a flavorful smear of French but- 
ter and a few cornichons; you can add a slice 
of Camembert for a dollar more, but it is com- 
pletely unnecessary. The steak frites ($16) 
was also an unqualified hit, the meat cooked 
to a rosy medium-rare, tender and nicely sea- 
soned. An artful smear of Dijon mustard situ- 
ated on one side of the plate provided the 
only condiment necessary for this incredibly 
simple yet deeply gratifying dish. 

To top off the evening, my girlfriends and I 
split a plate of crepes ($13), four thin pan- 
cakes made with Tripel Karmeliet beer from 
Belgium and dotted with lavender. The plate 
comes with a ramekin each of lavender 
sugar, apricot confit, and Nutella. Quite frank- 
ly, the lavender in the otherwise quite lovely 


crepes was an unpleasant surprise; the menu 
makes no mention of its presence in the pan- 
cakes, and I don’t care to eat lavender. 

(Never mind that the flavor combination of 
the floral herb and a chocolate-hazelnut 
spread is ... not good.) 

That aside, Hopfields is an exceptionally 
pleasant place to pass an evening with friends 
or a date. The staff is friendly, the space is 
homey and reminiscent of a Parisian gastro- 
pub (minus the cigarettes and grime), and the 
hip indie-rock soundtrack sets a progressive, 
contemporary tone. My girlfriends and I are 
already planning our next visit, and not just 
because the bartenders are cute.

Family Matters 

EXPLORING IDENTITY AT THE AUSTIN 
JEWISH FILM FESTIVAL 

The subject of Jewish identity may seem like an obvious 
topic for a Jewish-themed film festival. But two films includ- 
ed in the Austin Jewish Film Festival’s 2012 slate go at the 
issue from a lesser-seen angle, asking the question: What 
does it mean to be a Jew when that fact was withheld from 
you your whole life? Ronit Kertsner’s documentary Torn 
explores what happens when a man of faith suddenly dis- 
covers he was born into another faith altogether. Romuald 
Waszkinel was an ordained priest in the Catholic church 
when he learned of his ancestry: He was born Jacob 
Weksler to Jewish parents. The film examines Romauld/ 
Jacob’s push and pull between these two identities. French- 
language The Names of Love adopts a far more whimsical 
approach to the issue, but this romantic comedy has a 
stealthly weightiness to it. It chronicles the romance 
between a volatile, French-Algerian political activist named 
Baya and a mild-mannered infectious-disease expert named 
Arthur. Arthur’s mother, a Holocaust survivor, hid her history 
from her son; only as an adult does he begin to wrestle 
with his Jewish identity - all the more intriguing as he dates 
a Muslim with her own complicated relationship to her race 
and religion.

Other films playing in the festival, which celebrates its 10th 
year of operation this year, include opening night film David 
Amram: The First 80 Years, a documentary about the compos- 
er and musician; Amram will perform at the kickoff celebra- 
tion on Thursday, March 22. Billed as Israel’s first-ever horror 
film, Rabies is a low-budget slasher that’s played well on the 


festival circuit. And of special interest locally is the short film 
“Life Is Like a Glass of Tea,” which stars the late Robert 
Brody as a rabbi preparing for death; the Austin actor passed 
away in late February. - Kimberley Jones

At 3:35am during South by Southwest, 

Downtown Austin sounds urban, like Houston 
or Dallas, with the ongoing wail of sirens and 
a resounding din of life on the streets round 
the clock. I see it and hear it constantly dur- 
ing March given that the Chronicle Music writ- 
ers and the Austin Music Awards show staff 
headquarter annually at the Omni for life in 
the Festival trenches. Planning both the 
paper’s daily SXSW supplements and the 
AMAs is something akin to a military 
operation - precision in the face 
of the unpredictable. 

We executed the last 
steps of the Austin Music 
Awards in this hotel suite, 
set up for nearly a week’s 
occupation with about 45 
people in and out of it at 
different times. And we 
had ourselves a show this 
year all right, the likes of 
which make me want not to 
retire from its production but 
to kick the ante up instead. 

During my moment with Robert 
Plant, he griped about the AMAs. The 
presenter wasn’t allowing time for proper 
speeches for the winners. It sounded dread- 
ful inside. Spend some more money. 

I wasn’t speechless, diary dear. We did 
this 30th anniversary show on trade, grateful 
for the support from SXSW and our spon- 
sors, and with four weeks notice for the 
venue. There’s money out there, Robert ges- 
tured. There are fifty-something categories, I 
told him, how long should speeches be? I 
don’t think he heard that. He was giving me 
that flinty, my-rider-has-not-been-properly-ful- 
filled look, his chiseled jaw with the famous 
cleft cut deep and sharp like his words. 

Of course he was right on some accounts 
- more money for better production values! - 
but I’m chalking up my first local encounter 
with Robert to him being a good boyfriend 
and wanting more stage time and glitz for his 
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girlfriend. After all, it was 
Patty Griffin’s moment in 
the spotlight. 

While performing, she 
was vivacious and electric 
(see “Live Shots: 2011-12 
Austin Music Awards,” 

March 16), and backstage, 

Patty radiated happily with her Hall of Fame 
plaque as she talked about the last time 
she was at the AMAs. Pinetop Perkins had 
also won, so she felt in good company. How 
I wanted her beau not to be upstairs at 
this moment. I wanted him back- 
stage to meet Paul Ray 
because I know Robert’s a 
fan of Twine Time on KUT- 
FM. 

A night or two after the 
Austin Music Awards, 
back at the Omni where 
I run our dailies 
Downtown headquarters 
after the first night 
(Anne Harris runs the 
room the night of the 
AMAs), all the writers had 
gone when one of our new 
draftees Luke Winkie left with 
the last of the ThreadgiN’s meat loaf we 
had for dinner. It’s important for the writers 
to have something hot to eat when they 
come to file their stories for the daily 
issues. This is the only time the Music staff 
meets and communicates now that there’s 
literally a 40-year difference between our old- 
est Music writer (me) and the youngest (Zoe 
Cordes Selbin). We seldom know the same 
scenes or have the same musical interests 
or friends or connections. But once a year, 
we all meet on common ground, tap into our 
assignments at odd hours, scarf Fritos, and 
swap war stories of who we saw in the 
trenches in 15- and 30-minute increments; 
then it’s back into the night, sometimes not 
to meet again for a year. Most of them 
asked one thing: Did I know Bruce 
Springsteen was going to play the Austin 
Music Awards?

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Most of them are also too young to fully 
appreciate Eric Burdon, dear diary, and I 
was totally jazzed about his appearance at 
the AMAs, intending for him to present Gary 
Clark Jr.’s award for Best Blues Act. The 
Animals’ frontman was affable, charming, 
and a pro, especially when Clark was held up 
and missed his stage time. Burdon radiated 
an inner peace that was palpable and turned 
electric when I shook his hand. He’d sung 
the first real rebel anthems that I understood 
when I was young, and his presence back- 
stage was immensely 
gratifying and show- 
affirming. Burdon’s 
music helped get me to 
that moment. Yet it 
wasn’t Burdon they were 
asking about. 

Did I know Bruce 
Springsteen was going 
to play the AMAs? 

When news first broke 
that he would be the 
SXSW Music keynote 
speaker, I had a crazy 
thought: What would it 
take to get the Boss to the 
AMAs the way Pete 
Townshend guested with 
Ian McLagan in 2007? Jump forward to the 
night of the AMAs this year, when Alejandro 
Escovedo began his last set of the evening. 
The operations manager for the show, 
Andrew Ramsammy, was on one side of the 
stage in the production room printing lyrics to 
the Rolling Stones’ “Beast of Burden” by 
management’s request. (Escovedo and 
Springsteen share management.) “Beast of 
Burden” is the song Springsteen joined 
Escovedo for onstage at New Jersey’s Stone 
Pony in 2010. 

I texted Omni vet Chris Gray, who had to 
leave early and file for the Houston Press, 
tapping on my unhip Blackberry, “We’re print- 
ing lyrics for Beast of Burden!” 

Chris zinged back immediately: “Dammit! 
Don’t those two know the words yet?” 

A copy of the lyrics were sent to Bruce on 
the other side of the stage, where the dress- 
ing rooms are. A messenger, Jacob Stetson, 
returned with a request: The lyrics are too 
small to read. 

Andrew dispatched much larger lyrics. Jacob 
returned summarily. “The lyrics are too big.” 
Andrew looked up. “What is this, 
Goldilocks?” 

“Would you like me to 
set them?” offered 
Angela, Andrew’s wife

and the AMAs’ indispensable guest services 
coordinator. Papa Bear rolled out of the 
chair and Mama Bear took over. Her lyrics 
were just right. We also printed lyric sheets 
for Alejandro’s “Always a Friend,” which 
Bruce first performed with our True Believer 
at an E Street Band concert in Houston in 
2008, as well as Jimmie Dale Gilmore’s 
“Midnight Train.” When we were done, I rifled 
the pile of rejected lyrics and squirreled 
them away. 

Did I know Bruce Springsteen was going to play? 

Three weeks ago, I interviewed with Russ 
Hartman, who printed an offhand comment 
of mine in Austin Daze : “Mr. Springsteen, if 
you’re not busy on Wednesday night before 
your keynote address, I’ve got a place for you 
to be, because Alejandro is going to be wor- 
kin’ it up at the end of the show and you’re 
not going to want to miss that. Not that you 
don’t have a million things to do. But remem- 
ber, Bruce, if you’re not busy: Alejandro 
Escovedo, Music Awards, Wednesday night 
before your keynote address.” 

It wasn’t as brash as it sounded. I saw two 
of Springsteen’s shows at the Armadillo (see 
“The Wild, the Innocent & the E Street 
Shuffle,”’ March 16), witnessed during my 
own life-changing era around age 20. That 
time bled for me in a way only possible when 
you’re young - suicide, betrayal, breakup, 
abortion. One performance I remember for 
the moment his violin player stepped into the 
lone spotlight and delivered her heart-aching 
solo, hope in the darkness that I grasped. 
Nothing in life would be easy, Springsteen 
reassured, but we have ourselves and each 
other. I believed him and his music. 

Did I know Bruce Springsteen was going to play? 

At about 3pm on Wednesday, Alejandro 
and Garland Jeffreys were hanging around 
the staff production room, decompressing 
from rehearsal as Alejandro was nursing a 
broken rib. I sat across from the two, eyes 
closed, being made up by Brandi Cowley 
and listening to them talk. Even though I was 
just feet away and we were connected by the 
energy of the show to come, Al and Garland 
were in their own sphere. 

“I really enjoy playing music more than ever 
before,” the latter enthused, leaning on the 
door, the joy evident in his voice. He was in 
high spirits, effusive after singing “Beast of 
Burden” during sound check, hat perched at a 
jaunty angle on his curly hair. Garland wasn’t 
saying it for anyone’s benefit but his own. 

Alejandro, sitting in a chair below him with 
his guitar resting on his knees, just nodded 
his head. “Me, too.” 

That’s when I knew. ■

Gary Clark Jr. La Zona Rosa, March 14 

The lights shine brighter these days, but the game’s still the same: Gary Clark Jr. 
plays the hell out of his guitar. Headlining a Warner Music showcase that included Dr. 
John and Dale Earnhardt Jr. Jr., Austin’s native son - whose Bright Lights EP last sum- 
mer had critics asking why we need the Black Keys - didn’t do much that locals in atten- 
dance hadn’t seen before for $5 covers around town. Standing tall in a fedora and jean 
jacket, Clark opened with a long solo before dropping Delta oomph on “When My Train 
Pulls In” and “Don’t Owe You a Thang,” a chugging “It’s all you get now, baby” chorus 
sung in refrain while Clark teased a playful closeout. Later, he went soulful, crooning 
in falsetto on “Please Come Home” before another extended solo led into set closer 
“Bright Lights,” the song that’s proved Clark’s official welcome into the national scene. 
“Bright lights, big city,” here we come. - Chase Hoffberger 


Lionel Richie 

ACL Live at Moody Theater, March 14 

Aside from Thriller, no album was harder to 
escape in the mid-Eighties than Lionel Richie’s 
Can’t Slow Down. It was no surprise then to 
see most everyone mouthing the words to 
Richie’s cavalcade of hits Wednesday night. 
The singer, 62, noted that the concert was a 
warm-up for his world tour in support of duets 
album Tuskegee. That was readily apparent in 
the form of not-quite-cohesive arrangements 
and sound problems, but Richie’s easygoing 
Alabama charm kept things on track. This 
was a Las Vegas-style performance, with 
songs like “Easy” and “My Love” truncated 
into medley form. Richie delivered “Oh No” 
and “Still” alone at the piano, but both were 
cut to just one verse and a chorus. For some 
reason, “Dancing on the Ceiling” got the show- 
piece treatment, complete with a left-field 
interpolation of Van Halen’s “Jump.” Onetime 
Houstonian Kenny Rogers materialized for an 
off-the-cuff duet of Richie’s “Lady”; and if the 
resulting “Kenny, Kenny!” chant was any indi- 
cation, the roasted chicken magnate is due for 
a comeback. An end run of the Commodores’ 
“Fancy Dancer” and “Brick House” gave way 
to a sizzling snippet of the Ohio Players’ “Fire” 
then came “Hello” and the natural finisher “All 
Night Long.” It was only 1:46am, but no one 
went home unhappy. - Greg Beets 

Ray Wylie Hubbard, 

Billy Joe Shaver 

White Horse, March 14 

There’s something sublimely poetic in hav- 
ing Ray Wylie Hubbard and Billy Joe Shaver 
christen new Eastside hipster honky-tonk the 
White Horse on the opening night of South by 
Southwest. That significance certainly wasn’t 
lost on the staff, taking shots behind the bar, 
nor the patrons, a rowdy mix of Festival attend- 
ees and locals. Nor seemingly on Hubbard or 
Shaver themselves, as both appeared to relish 
their late-night slots to play looser sets and 
banter slightly more ornery. Hubbard emerged 
with “Rabbit,” looking like a Hill Country gypsy 
and with teenage son, Lucas, doing heavy lift- 
ing on the guitar for the quartet. “Snake Farm” 
and recent Hayes Carll co-write “Drunken Poet’s 
Dream” set the bar early, muddy blues and 
drifter ballads washing the crowd, while striking 
cuts from his new The Grifter’s Hymnal cleared 
it on “Mother Blues,” “Train Yard,” and “Count 
My Blessings.” Billy Joe Shaver likewise hit hard 
early with “Georgia on a Fast Train,” “Honky 
Tonk Heroes,” and “That’s What She Said Last 
Night,” two-stepping the stage to his backing trio 
and rousing the crowd to a fury that sustained 
even through slower numbers “Live Forever” and 
“I’m Just an Old Chunk of Coal.” Consider the 
White Horse baptized. - Doug Freeman 


Cotton Mather 

The Ginger Man, March 15 

It’s almost a truism of South by Southwest 
that some of the best shows come from non- 
official showcases. So it was with Austin’s 
Cotton Mather, who delivered a damn near 
transcendent set in the dinnertime slot at 
the Blurt/Dogfish Head party on the Ginger 
Man patio. Celebrating the re-release of its 
magnificent opus Kontiki, the temporarily 
reunited band played most of it, starting 
with the album’s first five psych-pop gems 
in order. It wasn’t all Kontiki all the time, 
however. The quartet also aired out a couple 
of hard-rocking nuggets from follow-up The 
Big Picture, with “AMPs of Sugarland” and 
“40 Watt Solution” making it clear the band 
was as comfortable bashing as popping. 
Ultimately, though, it was literally Kontiki’ s 
show, making the ragged harmonies of the 
lovely “Lily Dreams On” (“I don’t think we’ve 
ever played this song in Austin,” remarked 
leader Robert Harrison) easy to forgive, 
even overlook. As a reminder of its pride in 
where it came from, the band invited David 
Garza onstage for the power-pop blowout 
“Password,” an exhilarating end to the kind 
of hidden gem SXSW attendees dream 
of finding. - Michael Toland 

Seun Kuti & Egypt 80 

Copa, March 15 

If you showed up at the scheduled 
12:30am start time for Seun Kuti & Egypt 
80, you would have waited an hour and 
15 minutes to hear the youngest son and 
former band of late Nigerian superstar Fela 
Kuti. The lineup of African music ran behind 
schedule all night, but it was unclear what 
caused the inexcusably long set change 
after Baloji’s firecracker set finished just 
before lam. The capacity crowd packed the 
dance floor ass-to-elbow for the ensemble’s 
only Festival performance, yet waited in 
increasingly agitated vain until the first note 
emanated from Kuti’s saxophone at 1:45am, 
15 minutes before the club’s closing time. 

In all, the band - including musicians that 
had performed with Fela since the Sixties - 
squeezed in three songs in a hurried 30-min- 
ute set. When the massive 15-piece orches- 
tra finally unleashed its swirling wall of 
sound, it hit with the ferocity of a hurricane. 
The Afrobeat scion tried to make up for the 
abbreviated set by lingering outside the club 
until every last fan had taken photos, but it’s 
hard not to think about how special the set 
could have been. If it’s possible for the band 
that played the most stirring music to deliver 
the Festival’s most disappointing set that’s 
what happened Thursday night at Copa.

The Jesus & Mary Chain 

The Belmont, March 15 

Taking the stage with, “We’re the Jesus 
& Mary Chain, and we’re here to ruin your 
evening,” the pioneering noise-pop UK combo 
launched into a hits-heavy set with the 
midtempo groover “Snakedriver.” Coming after 
an amped-up performance by the Arkells, the 
Scottish group seemed subdued, but its dour 
stage presence remains part of its charm. 

It’s always been difficult to tell if the band is 
enjoying its performance. Besides, when you 
have the cavalcade of singles the Chain laid 
down here - “Happy When It Rains,” “Head 
On,” “Just Like Honey,” “Far Gone and Out,” 
and a burning “Blues From a Gun” - you 
don’t need to overachieve to make a crowd 
happy. (It worked for the young man who 
jumped onstage and attempted to disrobe.) 
Guitarist Mark Crozer seemed to have trouble 
with the band’s deliberately simple riffs, but 
William Reid’s distorted rhythms covered, 
and brother Jim’s raspy croon was the focus 


in any case. After the sneering “Reverence,” 
Jim announced, “This is the part of the show 
where we go offstage and come back on, but 
we can’t be fuckin’ bothered.” The band then 
indulged in three of its noisiest tunes, ending 
the show with the eardrum-punishing “Never 
Understand” and letting the piercing waves 
> of feedback push its satiated fans back into 
< the night. - Michael Toland

About two songs into the Men’s early Friday 
afternoon set on Barbarella’s back patio, 
near the end of “Turn It Around,” there were 
a few moments when charging the stage and 
leveling the bass player seemed like an abso- 
lutely reasonable course of action. He hadn’t 
done anything provocative beyond play his 
instrument, but in so doing, he and his three 
bandmates, with their Sonic Youth meets 
Japandroids swirl of sonic mayhem, had trig- 
gered something so perfectly primal that 
random violence was suddenly an acceptable 
reaction. That was even after thinking through 
the consequences of a fractured skull and a 
J pickup lodged in what was left of my teeth. 

It would have been a piece of cake since the 
stage was only a foot off the ground, but it’s 
not the most courteous thing to do to a band 
of Brooklynites in the middle of a rock mael- 
strom. Ultimately, they quickly crossed some 
threshold where brutish urges transformed 
from violence to pure visceral bliss.

Even though Donovan was a last-minute addition to the Festival, the newly elected mem- 
ber of the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame drew a respectable crowd of fanatics and curiosity 
seekers. They knew all the words to all the songs and with the 65-year-old Scot’s encour- 
agement sang along as loud as they could. With an acoustic guitar, he reached for all the 
hits or most of them anyway, starting with “Catch the Wind,” one of his first, and closing 
on an encore of “Hurdy Gurdy Man,” with full vocal vibrato on display. In between, there 
was a new song about old movies and a cagey cover of the Kinks’ “Sunny Afternoon.” His 
fingerpicking was sensational during “Barabajagal,” a reminder that “Love is hot, truth is 
molten!” The Animals’ frontman Eric Burdon joined in for the set closer, “Season of the 
Witch,” not adding much but a cool moment. Donovan was often referred to as the British 
Bob Dylan in his Sixties heyday and was found lacking by critics. It’s curious that when 
you go to see Dylan these days, no one’s really sure what to expect. Meanwhile, Donovan 
sounded, looked, and delivered exactly what people came to see. -Jim Caligiuri 


Spoek Mathambo 

Red 7, March 16 

“Free your ass and your mind will fol- 
low” were George Clinton’s famous words in 
1970. Forty-two years later, eclectic 27-year- 
old South African rapper/producer Spoek 
Mathambo fully embraces the Funkadelic gos- 
pel. “Are we going to fly?” asked Mathambo, 
before leading his driving quartet through a 
holy mash-up of soul, funk, punk, hip-hop, and 
hard rock. The rubber-faced, rubber-limbed 
Johannesburg native - born Nthato Mokgata 
- who wore a cap painted with the face of 
Lucille Ball, kicked off with the bass-heavy 
“Kites,” funky leadoff on Mathambo’s red-hot 
Sub Pop debut released this week. Like his 
recordings and remixes, the show included 
double-time raps, reggae beats, exotic 
samples, and squeals of indie-rock guitar, a 
melange that recalled Manu Chao at times. 
Mathambo played the party anthem “Don’t 
Mean To Be Rude,” off his 2010 release 
Mshini Warn , then returned to new material 
for the rest of the set. Guitarist Nicolaas Van 
Reenen and the rest of the band (keys, sax, 
and drums) played fiercely on glammy funk 
jam “Dog To Bone” and “Venison Fingers.” 
Mathambo closed with “Let Them Talk,” a 
garage soul standout. - Dan Oko 

Norah Jones 

La Zona Rosa, March 17 

Ten years after launching her breathtaking 
Come Away With Me at South by Southwest, 
Norah Jones effectively turned her set into 
a listening party for her forthcoming album, 


Little Broken Hearts, which drops May 1. 
Taking the stage a full 30 minutes past the 
published start time due to a protracted 
sound check, Jones played the breakup 
album, produced and co-written by Brian 
“Danger Mouse” Burton, in sequence. The 
mostly maudlin material definitely bears his 
fingerprints. Gone are the smoky, jazzy lines; 
in their place are dreamy, sensual atmo- 
spherics. As she reflected on her wounded 
heart, Jones’ usually sultry alto took on a 
breathy quality with a timbre strongly remi- 
niscent of Olivia Newton-John. Jones, who’s 
won multiple Grammys, seemed strangely 
lacking confidence at the beginning of her 
set, with awkward pauses and glances at 
her bandmates. They began to gel midset, 
with the plaintive appeal of “She’s 22” and 
the scuzzy guitar and hip-swaying drama of 
“Take It Back.” By the time she got around 
to the Appalachian-flavored revenge fantasy 
“Miriam,” Jones was relaxed and claimed, 

“It’s scary sharing new things, but we’re all 
friends, right?”

Nneka 

Stage on Sixth, March 17 

Two years ago, politically minded Nigerian 
soul powerhouse Nneka played South by 
Southwest with a bum leg. This year, she 
showed up standing tall with a new album, 
Soul Is Heavy, and perhaps something extra 
to prove. Facing a time crunch and techni- 
cal difficulties, however, Nneka first had to 
win a crowd swelled by fans of reggae leg- 
end Jimmy Cliff, who followed on the club’s 
patio. She did so, with the help of her loud 


and proud band of New York players. Almost 
immediately, Nneka’s huge vocal prowess, 
talent for freestyle rapping, and message of 
peace and justice impressed. She kicked off 
with “Lucifer (No Doubt),” a stabbing bit of 
electronic reggae from her new album that 
mixes a message of personal salvation with 
the singer’s pungent political musings. After 
picking up a guitar and addressing micro- 
phone issues, she offered “Suffri,” a song 
from her previous release Concrete Jungle, 
explaining that the title means “take it easy 
with my soul.” She closed with an arresting, 
raw version of her new single, “My Home.” 
With her time up and her message at stake, 
Nneka offered this homily: “The journey of 
change does not finish. Inside this room, the 
journey begins.” - Dan Oko 

Nas 

ACL Live at the Moody Theater, March 17 

It was a set made for a Broadway show: 
two faded, red-brick project buildings, a 
bus stop and subway entrance, two trash 
bags and a black-and-silver fire hydrant, and 
neighborhood boys sitting on park benches 
with bottles of Dorn in hand. The scene was 
a remake of Nasir Jones’ boyhood home, 
NYC’s Queensbridge Houses, the rugged 
neighborhood that spawned his 1994 debut 
lllmatic, the iconic rapper’s defining work. 

He performed the album in full Saturday 
night, roping the streetwise “N.Y. State of 
Mind” into “Life’s a Bitch” and “The World Is 
Yours” with the help of rapper AZ - whose 
“Visualizing the realism of life and actuality, 
fuck ‘Who’s the baddest?’ A person’s status 
depends on salary” verse is as perfect live 
as it is on tape - plus DJs Premiere and Pete 
Rock. The latter two split off into battle mode 
before Nas reemerged for “Halftime” and 
“Memory Lane,” a track augmented by screen 
projections of Nas’ family home videos before 
everything changed in 1994. “Hold on to your 
dreams and one day you’ll be able to bring 
your neighborhood on stage, too,” he said 
before flipping the album’s final four tracks. 
Nasty Nas, from the mean streets of New 
York to the Moody Theater, you could even 
sell it on Broadway. - Chase Hoffberger 

GZA & Brownout 

Haven, March 17 

“This is the first time we’ve done this,” 

GZA admitted after he and ATX groove line 
Brownout dropped megaton bombs together 
on his 1995 classic, Liquid Swords. “We ain’t 
had much time to practice.” Truthfully, you’d 
have thought they’d been at it years. Looking 
locked-in and very excited about sharing a 
stage with the Wu-Tang Clan MC, the eight- 
man Grupo Fantasma offshoot gave GZA’s 
understated delivery new life Saturday night, a 
Latin funk reconstruction of Wu architect RZA’s 
horn-laden soul samples. The Genius noted the 
difference just before “Shadowboxing,” saying, 
“The great thing about rapping with a live band 
. . . you can just take your time and do what you 
want.” Much of that freedom came thanks to 
drummer John Speice, who eschewed fills to 
preserve GZA’s minimalist beats, but the whole 
Brownout team was deftly on point, keeping 
space on tracks like “Paper Plane” and “Living 
in the World Today” and letting GZA spit com- 


plex wisdom. You could tell they relished the 
moment. “The chemistry is amazing,” GZA said 
before closing with “Victory.” “Expect more 
shows from us.” - Chase Hoffberger 

Hobart Brothers 
with Lil’ Sis Hobart 

Continental Club, March 17 

They live in separate cities and have sepa- 
rate careers, so their official showcase, the 
ninth performance of the week they pointed 
out, might be the last for a while. A super- 
group of sorts, the Hobart Brothers with Lil’ 
Sis Hobart are local guitarist-songwriter- 
raconteur Jon Dee Graham, cult favorite 
Freedy Johnston, and former teen idol Susan 
Cowsill. Originally a songwriting exercise 
about their early days working in restaurants, 
the front trio took the name Hobart from the 
brand of dishwasher found in most commer- 
cial kitchens. With Andrew Duplantis on bass 
and Cowsill’s husband and drummer Russ 
Broussard completing the band, the quintet 
ran through seven songs from its upcoming 
disc, At Least We Have Each Other. Both “I 
Never Knew There Would Be You” and “Ballad 
of Sis (Didn’t I Love You)” are intelligent 
jangle-pop with Graham’s guitar solos adding 
a virulent kick to the rough harmonies. Not 
all the songs concern restaurants; Johnston’s 
ode to a prostitute, “Sweet Senorita,” was 
characteristically melancholy. Album center- 
piece “First Day on the Job” meandered live, 
more likely due to its nearly spoken-word 
nature getting swallowed in the club’s party 
atmosphere. Another Graham guitar explosion 
recaptured the crowd’s attention, ending the 
show with a deserved wow. -Jim Caligiuri 

Electric Eel Shock 

The Loft, March 17 

There’s something inspiring about Electric 
Eel Shock’s unabashed love for heavy metal. 
To the band, no song has ever topped 
Black Sabbath’s “Iron Man.” It was played 
twice during Electric Eel Shock’s showcase, 
once as intro music and then again as it 
ripped through it in double time. Today, few 
American bands would beat a horse so dead, 
but Japanese sensibilities allow it. The coun- 
terpoint to guitarist Akihito Morimoto’s Motley 
Crue shirt was drummer Tomoharu Ito’s penis 
sock. To his credit, the sock was 4 feet long 
and he used it to beat the snare when he 
wasn’t using his flanging four-stick style. He 
powered the band through a 45-minute set 
of rock-cum-metal that featured charming 
nonsequitur hooks such as “I Can Hear the 
Sex Noise.” Guitarist Aki, self-proclaimed 
“real bastard from Japan,” licked and thrust 
the crevasse of his axe before he took it 
off, slammed it to the floor, and shook with 
electricity. He did windmills, jumping splits, 
and two-handed pick slides on the neck of his 
instrument, all the while playing fat riffs and 
protruding solos a la Angus Young. At night’s 
end, Aki pointed out the giant windows behind 
the stage that looked over the madcap hustle 
of Sixth Street and exclaimed: “There is a 
lot of music on the street and you chose 
Electric Eel Shock. You’re crazy. There are lot 
of bands slightly better!” Fuck being better. 
Let’s rock. - Kevin Curtin

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LEAD STORY - WHO KNEW RESTROOMS 
WERE SO COMPLICATED? 

Back to the Fundamentals: The multicultur- 
al Macquarie University, in suburban Sydney, 
Australia, said its restroom posters, installed 
last year, have been successful in instilling 
toilet etiquette. The lined-through figure of a 
user squatting on top of a toilet seat was 
especially helpful, apparently. Complaints of 
unsanitariness were such that some students 
were timing their classes to use restrooms in 
a nearby mall instead. Lest anyone believe 
the problem is confined to multicultural insti- 
tutions, a recent memo by the 785-member 
Lewis Brisbois law firm in San Francisco 
instructed employees to clean urine from toi- 
let seats, to always take the farthest stalls or 
urinals available, to mask sounds by toilet- 
flushing (if desired), and to not make eye con- 
tact in the restroom. 

CAN’T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

Louis Helmburg III filed a lawsuit in 
Huntington, W.Va., in February against the 
Alpha Tau Omega fraternity and its member 
Travis Hughes for injuries Helmburg suffered 
in May 2011 when he fell off a deck at the 
fraternity house. He had been startled and 
fallen backward off the rail-less deck after 


Hughes attempted to fire a bottle rocket “out 
of his anus” - and the rocket, instead, 
exploded in place. The lawsuit does not refer 
to Hughes’ injuries. 

U.S. Immigration agents in a $160,000 
Chevy Suburban that had been custom- 
designed and armored specifically to protect 
agents from roadside kidnappings became 
sitting ducks last year when kidnappers 
forced the vehicle off the road near San Luis 
Potosi, Mexico, and got the door open briefly, 
enabling them to fire 100 rounds and kill one 
of the two agents inside. According to a 
February Washington Post report, the 
Department of Homeland Security had failed 
to modify the vehicle’s factory setting that 
popped open the door locks automatically 
whenever the driver shifts into “Park.” 

When Rose Marks and her extended family 
of Roman ian-Gypsy “psychics” were indicted 
last year for a 20-year run of duping South 
Floridians out of as much as $40 million, vic- 
tims of the clan were elated that justice might 
be at hand. (A typical scam, according to pros- 
ecutors, was to take a client’s cash “to pray 
over it,” promising its return but somehow figur- 
ing out how to keep it.) However, in December, 
the Markses’ attorneys reported that “several” 
of the so-called victims had begun to work with 
them to help clear the family, including one 


who reportedly paid Rose $150,000 over time. 
According to the lawyers, these “victims” call 
the Markses “friends,” “life coaches,” and 
“confidants,” rather than swindlers. 

INEXPLICABLE 

David Myrland, an anti-government “sover- 
eign” now serving three years in federal pris- 
on for threatening the mayor of Kirkland, 
Wash., filed a federal lawsuit in February 
accusing various officials of conspiracy - by 
the manipulation of bad grammar, i.e., “back- 
wards-correct-syntaxing-modification fraud.” 
Each word of the original complaint, coded by 
Myrland as to part of speech, “proves” to him 
that the complaint was “fraudulent” and 
“handicapping.” (Random sentence from 
Myrland’s filing: “For the WORDS OF an 
ADVERB-SYNTAX-GRAMMAR-MODIFICATIONS 
ARE with an USE of the SYNTAX-GRAMMAR 
with the VOID of the POSITIONAL-LODIAL-FACT- 
PHRASE with the SINGLE-WORD-MODIFIER AS 
THE: A, AS, AT, AM, BECAUSE (many words 
omitted) FACT by the VASSALEES.”) 
(“Sovereigns” generally reject the federal gov- 
ernment, and Myrland did not explain why he 
expected a federal judge would have authority 
to help him.) 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

Jason Bacon, 41, was arrested in Eureka, 
Calif., in March after responding to a classi- 
fied ad for a used motorcycle by offering to 
trade about $8,000 worth of his home- 
grown marijuana for it. According to an offi- 
cer on the scene, Bacon told a deputy, “I 
know you can’t sell it, but I thought it was 
OK to trade it.” 

Kathleen Mathews was outraged that the 
local community could turn on her 26-year- 
old son, Jesse, who had been charged with 
capital murder for killing a Chattanooga, 
Tenn., police officer. She told the judge in a 
letter that Jesse is a “good man,” and 
lamented, “You do one little thing that piss- 
es people off, and they want to hold it 
against you forever.” 



OUR DYNAMIC DEMOCRACY 

Oklahoma state Sen. Ralph Shortey, a 
staunch abortion opponent, introduced a bill 
in January to ban the use of human fetuses 
in processed food. Although the principal anti- 
abortion advocacy official in the state said he 
had never heard of such a practice, Sen. 
Shortey asserted that it was a problem and 
that he had been reading up on it on the 
Internet. 

Kyle Bower, 19, was elected in November 
to a seat on the Alburtis (Pa.) Borough 
Council. Before being sworn in, however, he 
was sentenced to probation for stalking an 
ex-girlfriend and tossing a brick through her 
window. Now that he is seated, he still must 
answer to 2010 charges in Kutztown, Pa., of 
resisting arrest for public drunkenness. In 
both incidents, he also displayed an uncanny 
ability to slip out of handcuffs and wander 
away from arresting officers.

Day Trips

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Clark Gardens Botanical Park outside of 
Mineral Wells is a plant museum where the 
ordinary becomes part of the colorful tapestry 
of extraordinary. 

Begun as a private garden in 1972 by Max and 
Billie Clark, the park has blossomed into a place 
of beauty and tranquility. It is no wonder that 
brides choose this as the location for portraits 
and nuptials. The grounds were opened to the 
public in 2000 and are now operated by a non- 
profit foundation. 

Pathways meander through the 35 acres to 50 
sections set off for unique collections of native 
foliage, water gardens, trees, and other plants. 

The rose garden is one of only 26 in the U.S. 
selected as an All-American Rose Test Garden. 
There are nearly 100 varieties of roses in the gar- 
den that fill the air with a sweet, subtle fragrance. 

The abundance of wildlife in the gardens is 
almost as varied as the plants. Birds flitter about 
and sing from the trees, while butterflies kiss the 
colorful blooms. The residents include swans, 
guinea fowl, and peacocks.

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The Hunger Games

At a time when a virtual war on women has 
rocketed to the front lines of the great American 


culture wars, it’s a stunning indication of 
exactly how out of touch with reality are 
those who would be our leaders that The 
Hunger Games books have been so wildly 
successful. Set in a dystopian future 
in which the wealthy, decadent elites of 
the Capitol control the poor and starving 
districts of postapocalyptic Panem, aka 
America, Suzanne Collins’ trilogy of young 
adult novels has at its core the resource- 
ful, intelligent, and fierce femininity of 
Katniss Everdeen (Lawrence). It’s hard to 
imagine a more indicative cultural bellweth- 
er than the hugely popular source novels, 
whose twinned themes of a Big Brother-ly 
future and a patriarchal state where teens 
are forced to slaughter one another for 
the entertainment of adults are not so far 
from the current motivations of the Occupy 
and Anonymous movements. (Young 
people reared on Collins’ trilogy would be 
more likely to occupy the likes 
of Rick Santorum’s face with 
a fist than yield to the archaic 
notions of dutiful womanhood 
and obedient youth. Good 
for them.) 

Thankfully, with Collins on board for 
the film version as both co-screenwriter 
(alongside director Ross and Billy Ray) and 
producer, the story and action here hew 
bone-close to the source material. Jennifer 
Lawrence feels perfectly cast as Katniss, 
one of two teens from the Appalachian- 
looking District 12 to be chosen to com- 
pete in the Hunger Games. Adults will be 
familiar with the skeleton of the storyline, 
which echoes not only Shirley Jackson’s 
short story “The Lottery” but also the much- 
maligned but creepily prescient Stephen 
King story/ Arnold Schwarzenegger movie, 


The Running Man. (I’m not even going to 
attempt to get into the whole Battle Roy ale 
debate here, except to say that if you 
haven’t yet seen that masterfully horrific 
Kinji Fukasaku movie, you really should.) 
Suffice it to say that the state (nicely 
embodied here by Donald Sutherland), as a 
means of controlling the masses, annually 
sets a gaggle of young people against one 
another in a fight to the death while broad- 
casting the whole nightmarish ordeal live. 

Woody Harrelson turns up as the prior 
game survivor, Haymitch, who tipsily men- 
tors Katniss and co-contestant Peeta 
(Hutcherson), and Stanley Tucci, as the 
game host/commentator Caesar, is abso- 
lutely off the rails (in a good way, not unlike 
the late Richard Dawson in the aforemen- 
tioned Running Man). 

The Hunger Games is first and foremost 
an ad venture/ survival story, and director 
Ross keeps things mov- 
ing with nary a moment of 
downtime. There’s precious 
little fat on the script; it’s 
a lean, mean antifascist 
machine, and Lawrence is at 
once winsome and spectacularly engaging 
as Katniss (so much so that all her male 
costars pale into near-blandness in compar- 
ison). YA novel-to-screen adaptations rarely 
get it right the first time - see Potter, Harry 
- but The Hunger Games is a welcome (and 
seriously kickass) exception to that rule.

BEING FLYNN

Playing another deranged taxi driver in 
Being Flynn, his latest film, it’s as though 
Robert De Niro’s acting career has come 
full circle. Although De Niro’s Jonathan Flynn 
shares nothing but an occupation and irra- 
tional thought patterns with the infamous 
Travis Bickle, Flynn is a less vivid and pen- 
etrating creation than De Niro’s 1976 taxi 
driver. It’s not that the actor’s skills have 
faded over time, despite the fact that De 
Niro has been coasting on his freshly mined 
comic vein, which gushed forth in the late 
Nineties with Jackie Brown and Analyze This 
and congealed in the next decade with the 
Fockers trilogy. Being Flynn returns De Niro 
to the dramatic fold and gives him more to 
chew on than most of the films in his recent 
past. But still, it’s not enough to hold us rapt 
for the entire film. 

Then, too, there is Paul Dano, who, in his 
fairly young career, has demonstrated amaz- 
ing dramatic dexterity in films such as There 
Will Be Blood and Little Miss Sunshine. Yet 
in Being Flynn, he is a bit of a cipher. His 
face doesn’t often register the emotions 
we presume the character is experiencing, 
though that blankness makes him a good 
foil for De Niro’s more showy performance. 
Dano plays Nick Flynn, the son of misan- 
thropic Jonathan, who rants that he is one 
of three great American authors (the other 
two being Mark Twain and J.D. Salinger). 
Boozy as he is, Jonathan gives off more 
of a Charles Bukowski vibe, and as a par- 
ent, he has been absent all of Nick’s life. 

In his 20s, Nick is sort of drifting when he 
resumes trying to write (after a catastrophic 
earlier experience) and begins working at a 
New York City homeless shelter at the sug- 
gestion of his girlfriend (Thirlby), who also 
works there. Being Flynn is is to be appreci- 
ated for its reluctance to go the convention- 
al father-and-son-rapprochement route and 
instead giving us something more prickly 
and vexing. Jonathan and Nick will never 
head off together into the sunset toward a 
poetry reading. 

The film is adapted by Weitz (About a 
Boy and De Niro’s Little Fockers director) 
from Nick Flynn’s autobiographical book, 
Another Bullshit Night in Suck City. I haven’t 
read Flynn’s book, but it seems as though 
the problem with Being Flynn can be best 
illustrated by the whitewashing the book’s 
title underwent on its road to the screen, 
rendering the pungent bland. Fall Out Boy 
provides a nice, strings-heavy soundtrack 
for the film, and the performances offer 
flashes of passion. But on the whole, the 
film feels detached and morose, just like 
its characters.

Once upon a time, no one you knew had 
ever eaten sushi. Indeed, the very notion 
of partaking of raw seafood wrapped in 
rice and seaweed seemed bizarre to most 
Americans (at least to those not living on the 
West Coast) until relatively recently. This has

changed, so much so that now there are dire 
warnings that the West’s newly acquired pas- 
sion for sushi is rapidly depleting oceans of 
all manner of fish. Be that as it may, this art- 
ful documentary about renowned Tokyo sushi 
master Jiro Ono is not going to help save 
Charlie the Tuna one iota. 

With its exquisitely composed visions of 
sushi and the compelling personal history of 
tiny, wizened Jiro, the film is more likely to 
make viewers head to their nearest sushi bar 
to engulf and devour. Some foodies may even 
attempt to make reservations at Sukiyabashi 
Jiro, the master’s Michelin-rated, end- 
lessly celebrated, 10-seat sushi bar in Ginza 
Station, Tokyo, which has become something 
of a mecca for sushi dreamers worldwide. 

Director Gelb, who also photographed 
the film, delves deeply not only into Jiro’s 
background but that of his two sons, Takashi 
and Yoshikazu, the latter of whom is being 
groomed to inherit his father’s restaurant. 
Exacting by nature and determinedly minimal- 
ist in his presentation, Jiro is so intense in 
his devotion to the art of sushi-making that 
even regular customers admit they’re ner- 
vous every time they return. (Jiro is Kill Bill’s 
Hattori Hanzo of sushi; “If it isn’t perfect, you 
can’t serve it,” he says. “It has to be better 
than last time.”) 

Jiro is a father-son story with sushi rul- 
ing all. Throughout the film, there’s a clear 
sense that the relationship between father 
and eldest son is fraught, and it’s easy to 
see why. Jiro’s perfectionism is a testament 
to his artistry but it’s also made Yoshikazu 
regret, if only slightly, his childhood dreams 
of someday being a pilot. Apprentices come 
and go, and go, and go, but diehard patrons, 
among them Anthony Bourdain, only seem to 
return. If the nigiri at my neighborhood sushi 
haunt were served in HD slow motion and 
punctuated with mouthwatering close-ups, I’d 
probably go there far more frequently than I 
do now.

If you’re looking to fill out your weird quo- 
tient for the week, there’s no better option in 
town right now than this Swedish film doozy. 
Unique to a fault, Sound of Noise is a daft 
police procedural, an absurdist comedy, a 
piece of metaphysical agitprop, a music-perfor- 
mance film with a bit of story attached, and/ 
or none of the above. In the police files, it 
might be logged as the case of the anarchist 
percussionists and the tone-deaf detective. 

A group of percussive anarchists run amok 
in the city, leaving behind a metronome as 
the only clue to its identity. Its new composi- 
tion, Music for One City and Six Drummers 
is a revolutionary piece designed to thwart 
government restrictions and thumb a nose at 
the musical establishment. It’s a work in four 
movements, each movement occurring flash- 
mob-style at a specific location. The first 
movement, “Doctor, Doctor, Give Me Gas (In 
My Ass),” takes place in a hospital’s operat- 
ing room as the masked drummers wheel in 
a fat, blowhard patient whose body is used 
as a percussive instrument along with sundry 
clamps, tubes, scalpels, and medical devic- 
es. Another movement is set in a bank where 
one of the key musical sounds is that of a 
paper shredder macerating money. Clearly, 
the man to solve these bizarre crimes is the 
brilliant head of the city’s antiterrorist squad 
Amadeus Warnebring (Nilson), the tone-deaf, 
music-hating scion of an otherwise musically 
gifted family. 

Sour-faced Warnebring is tormented by the 
case, yet he is also beguiled by the drum- 
mers’ ringleader Sanna Persson (Halapi). In 
her own way, Sanna is a fellow black sheep 
who was expelled from the conservatory for 
her unconventional choices of musical instru- 
ments. There’s not that much more to Sound 
of Noise than its absurd premise, although 
it’s carried out with a degree of conviction 
that’s hard to beat. The performances are all 
full-length, which can grow a bit wearying. The 
effect is as if the performers of Stomp broke 
loose from the stage to run rampant across 
the city. The film’s joke is kind of one-note, 
although it maintains an exhilarating beat 
throughout. If Sound of Noise is the rhythm of 
the new city symphony, play on.

Alamo Ritz

Isaac, James D’Arcy, Richard Coyle. (R, 119 min.) 

There is the text, and then there is its 
context, and it is irresistible not to read W.E., 
which Madonna directed and co-wrote with 
her Truth or Dare helmer Alek Keshishian, 
as influenced by Madonna’s own biography. 
The self-made Material Girl takes on that leg- 


endary social upstart, Wallis Simpson, who 
dissolved a monarchy and was hounded her 
entire life by a ruthless press. 

The film splits (and occasionally shares) 
frames between two women divided by 
decades but united in name and roman- 
tic torment. Wally Winthrop (Cornish) is a 
socialite/housewife from humble beginnings, 
yearning for a baby but rebuffed by her bul- 
lying psychiatrist husband (Coyle). Wally 
was named for Wallis Simpson, that most 
infamous of American divorcees, who so pos- 
sessed King Edward VIII of England that he 
renounced the throne for her; they spent the 
rest of their days reviled and in exile. (They 
were also rumored to be Nazi sympathizers, 
a complaint the film cursorily swats away.) 
Wally is obsessed with her namesake; when 
Sotheby’s hosts a preview of Simpson’s 
soon-to-be-auctioned estate in 1998, Wally 
is drawn like a moth to a lavishly appointed 
flame, drifting daily through the gallery, ogling 
the jewels and, soon enough, one of the 
Sotheby’s guards: a Russian intellectual 
emigre named Evgeni (Isaac). 

As the film follows a short, fraught time 
for Wally, it charts nearly the whole life span 
of Simpson (Riseborough), from coarse 
beginnings and a bad first marriage to a 
better second marriage and a th i rd-time ’s- 
the-charm courtship with the soon-to-be 
king. The filmmakers rather hedge on 
Simpson’s motivations - whether the seduc- 
tion of Edward was a social-ladder-climbing 
scheme or born of true love. Also, the 
actual first moment of impact (stolen kiss, 
declaration of love, what have you) hap- 
pens offscreen. Instead, Simpson and the 
prince’s relationship is revealed at a dinner 
party, when she impulsively - unthinkably - 
scolds him in the company of his subjects; 
much later, while in exile, Simpson blames 
the souring of her marriage on the univer- 
sal loathing they invited on themselves for 
choosing love over country. Significantly, 

W.E. is less concerned with the love affair 
itself and more with how it unfolds in and is 
affected by the public eye. 

Riseborough, plausibly aging from fresh 
bloom to faded glory, is a sharp, enlivening 
presence; whenever she’s onscreen, the film 
seems to straighten its posture and give us 
its best angle. But Madonna devotes as much 
screen time to fetishizing inanimate objects: 
fine cutlery, elbow-length gloves, endless ciga- 
rettes, Cornish’s dead eyes. The actress con- 
fuses the difference between an inexpressive 
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character and an expressionless, affectless 
performance, and Cornish hasn’t been direct- 
ed to find the distinction; she’s all limpness. 
Wallis Simpson may historically be the unsym- 
pathetic figure, but it’s Cornish’s insensate 
Wally that sets the teeth on edge. Her frame 
story - a distant second in viewer engage- 
ment to the Simpson thread - overwhelms 
the third act, which takes a sodden journey 
to Paris to unearth the Duchess’ letters. The 
coda plays like one long and petulant foot 
stomp about sacrifice and due recognition of 
said sacrifice, and in that, too, it’s impossible 
not to tease the thread back to its maker, 
striking a pose as misunderstood icon.

Coming on the heels of Navy SEAL Team 6’s stun- 
ning capture of Osama bin Laden, Act of Valor, which 
builds a narrative around real SEALs in action, comes 
at a time of heightened interest. Using real SEAL 
team members in the lead roles might have sounded 
like a good idea, but, suffice it to say, the qualities 
that make a person effective on the battlefield do not 
necessarily translate to the silver screen. The screen- 
play melds several missions into one overarching 
international terrorism plot, which effectively ups the 
battle quotient and diminishes any character devel- 
opment or even differentiation. Despite the weak 
performances and the scattershot screenplay, the 
film is visually terrific. However, with no investment in 
the characters and a diluted plot about terror, terror 
everywher, the film starts looking and sounding like 
a redundant video game. Like many a mission, I’m 
sure, Act of Valor sounds better on paper than it plays 
on film.

(Swift), who wants to see a real tree. That quest 
leads Ted to the Once-ler (Helms), who explains he is 
the one responsible for the decimation of the forest. 
His story involves a rash, young man out to make 
his fortune and the Lorax, the mustachioed, peanut- 
shaped guardian of the forest. The Once-ler has 
harbored one last seed that he passes on to Ted, 
who uses it to get the girl and ultimately show the 
entire community the error of their ways.

The latest film to be picked up for distribution 
by Austin’s (Alamo) Drafthouse Films is every bit as 
deranged, manic, and hilarious as its first acquisition, 
Four Lions, but in a completely different way. Opening 


expository narration cues us into this story of two 
futuristic clans fighting for “dominance over the small 
town of Frazier Park.” On one side are the 248s, led 
by the eyepatch-sporting JTRO (Trost); on the other, 
the 245s, fronted by villainous L Dubba E (Valmassy). 
The film’s central joke is that these two gangs battle 
not with knives or guns - shit like that is so now - 
but via a competitive video game dubbed Beat-Beat 
Revolution. That’s right, mofo (in the outrageous, 
bizzarro parlance of the film), it’s a dance-off to the 
death. It’s frankly totally insane but in an impressively 
cohesive way.
